June 3, a Thursday, has 
been set as the date for the 
Vancouver Eiast byelection. 

Provincial '^Secretary Grace 
McCarthy announced the date 
Thursday a few hours after 
receiving a report on the 
cently-completed enumeration 
in the Vancouver constitu¬ 
ency. 

The election call came 61 
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days after New Democrat 
R(^rt Williams resigned his 
seat to enable former premier 
David Barrett the opportunity 
to seek re-election. Barrett 
was defeated Dec. 11 in his 
home riding of Coquitlam. 

Mre. McCarthy said there 
was nothing unusual in t h e 
delay between the resignation 
and issuance of tt»e election 


writ. “Whoi W.A.C. Bennett 
resigned there were 56 days 
between the resignation and 
the writ,” she said. ‘That 
makes a five day difference 
and I don’t think that is too 
unreasonable.” 

She said the Vancouver 
East enumeration had been as 
complete as possible and in¬ 
cluded a door-to-door canvass 


plus mail leaflets in Italian 
and Chinese. 

“We wanted to make abso 
lutely sure that everyone who 
wants to be on the list is on,” 
she said. 

The voters list will close of¬ 
ficially on May 7, with nomin¬ 
ations closing May 15. 

The new member will not 
be able to take his or her 


place irf the Legislature until 
June 16, the statutory 10 days 
after voting when the results 
are declared ofhcial. 

Mrs. McCarthy said she 
wasn't sure whether the house 
would still be sitting at that 
time. “I would guess that if it 
is, we shall be coming close 
to the end of the session,” 
she said.

Hughes ‘will’ 
turned up 
by Mormons 


‘Essential services^ to be determined 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - 
A handwritten document pur¬ 
porting to be the will of the 
late Howard R. Hughes was 
delivered to a Nevada court 
< lerk Thursday. 

A copy of the alleged will 
was shown to reporters at a 
news conference in Las 
Vegas. It showed more than 
half of the estate was left to 
medical research and charita¬ 
ble institutions, according to 
the document, and the rest 
was left to Hughes’ two 
former wives and other indi¬ 
viduals. 

No over-all figure on the 
value of the estate was given. 

An envelope containing the 
purported will was delivered 
to the dark County clerk by 
an official of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints (Mormon), one of the 
beneficiaries. 

The document, dated March 
Id, 1968—two years before the 
late billionaire left Las Vegas 
— was released by church of¬ 
ficials. 

The lined sheets were yel¬ 
low with age and stained. 

It read, in part: “Last will 
and testament. I, Howard R. 
Hughes, being of sound and 
disposing mind and memory.. 
not acting under duress, fraud 
or the undue influence of any 
person whomsoever and being 
a resident of Las Vegas. Nev., 
declare that this is to be my 
last will ...”

Dietrich had said earli¬ 
er that he knew Hughes had 
prepared and signed a will, 
leaving much of his fortune to 
research and the Mormon 
church. Hughes surrounded 
himself with Mormons during 
his last years of seclusion. 

The document was included 
in Las Vegas. A Mormon 
apedeesman said the church 
did not know if the will was a 
hoax or not.

B.C. official demoted 
over hospital cheques 


A senior government 
ficial was blamed Thursday 
for an overpayment of $4.5 
million to five British Colum¬ 
bia hospitals during the last 
fiscal year. 

Health Minister Robert 
McCHelland, who refused to 
namf the official concerned, 
said the money had been ad¬ 
vanced without consultation. 

The opposition had accused 
the government of padding the 
amount of money sent to hos¬ 
pitals last year by sending ad¬ 
ditional, unrequested sums to 
the hospitals. ^ 

The payments made were 
$1,550.(X)0 to Royal Jubilee 
Hospital, $82S,(X)0 to Victoria. 
Genera] HoepitaJ, $750,(X)0 to 
Vancouver General Hospital. 
$950,000 to St. Paul’s and 
$425,000 to Shaughitossy Hos¬ 
pital. 

McGelland tpld the Legisla¬ 
ture that the payments had 
been made at the end of 
March, and the cheques 
cashed in April. 

The money has all been re¬ 
turned to the government, he 
said. 

Disciplinary action had 


been taken against the official 
concerned, and the money 
will not be charged against 
last year’s accounts. 

“ThCTc was no attempt at 
padding last years’ expendi¬ 
tures,” he assured the house. 

Outside the house McQel- 
land said the official con¬ 
cerned had been demoted 
“quite a lot.” 

“We have taken some 
pretty severe action against 


him, which will mean a sub- 
stanial loss of salary and of 
face for him.” 

He refused to name the of- 
ficai, saying he felt the man 
had been humiliated enough 
already. 

“It was simply an error <rf 
Judgment.” he said. 

The man had been demoted 
because the government had 
to have confidence in his 
judgment.

^Bum*s’ $125 million 
for rescuer in desert 


SALT LAKE QTY (UPI) - 
Eight years ago Melvin Dum- 
mar picked up a scruffy, 
bleeding man claiming to be 
Howard Hughes in the middle 
of the Nevada desert and 
thought “he was a bum.” 

Thursday a will purporting 
to be that of Hughes left one- 
sixteenth of the billionaire’s 
estate to Dummar, a service 
station operator in this small 
northern Utah town. 

Dummar said he was driv¬ 
ing to Los Angeles in January 
1968 and “I picked up this guy 
out in the middle of nowhere 
between Tonapah and 
Beatty.” 

“He said he was Howard 
Hughes, but I thought he was 
some bum,” said the Jl-year- 
old mechanic. "When I 
dropped him off in Las Vegas, 
he asked if 1 could loan him 
some money and I think I 
gave him a quarter." 

Dummar said he had pulled 
to the side of the road on his 
trip through the desert to go 


to the bathroom and found the 
man “laying out there.” 

“He was just this old skinny 
man. The only thing I can 
remember was that he had a 
big scar on the left side of his 
cheek and he was bleeding 
out of his ear,” said the me¬ 
chanic. “He had blackish grey 
hair, had on acme kind of 
raggy pants and wore tennis 
sho^s.” 

Dummar said he offered to 
drive him to a hospital but the 
man asked to be driven to the 
Sands Hotel on the Las Vegas 
“strip” instead. 

T dropped him off behind 
the Sands," he said. '‘He 
didn’t tell me what happened. 
He didn’t say nothing and 
wouldn’t talk until we got into 
Vegas. That’s when he told 
me he was Hughes" 

Dummer said the man of¬ 
fered no explanation of how 
he got out in the desert or 
how he was injured. 

A will left at the head¬ 
quarters of the Mormon 
church *in Salt Lake Gty said 
one sl.xte^th of the Hughes

Dummar, a Mormon, lived 
in Gabbs in 1968 and worked 
in a magnesium mine there.

OTTAWA (CP) - Air Cana¬ 
da had a $12.4-million loss in 
1975—largest in its history — 
and faces tough times again 
this year, says Pierre Tas- 
chereau, acting chairman.

A tearful last hurrah 
for old campaigner 
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MOSCOW (UPI) — The 
Kremlin Thursday named ci¬ 
vilian Dmitri Ustinov, a hard¬ 
line arms industry expert, to 
replace Marshal Andrei 
Grechko as the Soviet Union's 
defence minister. 

In what western experts de¬ 
scribed as a surprising 
choice, the 67-year-old Us¬ 
tinov was selected ahead of 
two of Grechko’s deputies, 
both serving military men. 

Qevated just last month to 
a job on the ruling Politburo, 
Ustinov was considered for 
the- defence ministry job in 
1967 when Grechko was se¬ 
lected and has been linked 
with the military establish¬ 
ment throughout his career. 

For the past several years 
he has been the civilian over¬ 
seer of the Soviet defence in¬ 
dustry In his capacity as a 
member of the Communist 
party secretariat. Among the 
western experts he has a rep¬ 
utation as an ultra-efficient 
» organizer. 

Ustinov also has had con¬ 
nections with the Soviet space 
program, especially in the 
development of rocket techno- 
logy. ' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Hubert Humphrey, tears well¬ 
ing In his eyes, said Thursday 
he will not actively campaign 
for a fourth time for the Dem¬ 
ocratic presidential nomina¬ 
tion but would accept a draft 
at the national convention in 
July.

In Peking 

Guards die 
in blast 
at embassy 

MOSCX)W (AP) - A strong 
explosion at the gates of the 
Soviet Embassy in Peking on 
Thursday killed two Chinese 
guards but caused no Soviet 
casualties, the Soviet news 
agency Tass said. 

'The Tass account said that 
while the^Soviet’Embassy suf¬ 
fered damage, “it wras only 
by chance that there were no 
casualties among embassy 
staff.” 

Tass said a protest was 
lodged with Chinese auth- 
orites “in connection with the j, 
incident.” . ^ 

The expjpsion was also re¬ 
ported by the Yugoslav news 
agency Tanjug. But Tanjug 
said the two Chinese guards 
were severely injured, not 
killed, after the explosion 
threw them into the air. 

Tanjug said that access to 
the Soviet Embassy in Peking 
was banned to all, except for 
vehicles of'Soviet diplomats. 


Italy heads for vote

For safety's sake 


T here is more than a Uttle merit in the 
proposals now under consideration for the 
reduction of automobile accidents, including the wider 
use of breath tests to detect drinking drivers. 

Health ministers from all the provinces met their 
federal counterpart, Marc Lalonde, on Tuesday and 
Wednesday, and have brought back to their respective 
governments a set of recommendations described as 
“tough” but seemingly sensible. 

As well as the mandatory use of seat belts, lower 
speed limits and the development of a national driver 
education program, the recommendations Include 
“more use of breath-testing” and closer scrutiny of li¬ 
quor advertising which “links drinking and the good 
life.” 

The latter, it might be felt, smacks of frivolity; 
although there may be people stupid enough to be in¬ 
fluenced by that sort of propaganda. 

,It is not clear at this point what is meant by “more 
use of breath testing to screen drinking drivers,” 
which is th^ i^rase used to describe that recommen¬ 
dation. 

Would this involve road blocks? Would a watch be 
kept on beer parlors and entertainment spots where li¬ 
quor is available? Would there be a specially close 
watch kept on known alcoholics and past offenders? 

Before the protests start, people should be aware 
of what is happening in Great Britain. Recommenda¬ 
tions likely to be adopted there include; 


Police powers for random breath tests; 

Alcoholics convicted of .traffic offences would 
lose their driving licences permanently or until 
declared medically fit to drive; and 

A major publicity campaign to try to convince 
motorists of the danger of linking and driving. 

In addition there are likely to be stiffer penalties 
for the drinking driver whether involved in an accident 
or not. 

The most contentious recommendation is likely to 
be that which asks for police powers to stop drivers 
“suspected” of drinking. It is felt it should be spelled 
out in detail to remove any possibility of harassment. 

The British Road Safety Act gives power to the 
police to breath-test drivers whec^ there is 
“reasonable cause ’ for suspicion. Bdt authorities 
have been reluctant to use this provision for fear of 
systematic* “testing” outside clubs and public houses 
and a resulting outrage of patrons. 

For the most part, the Canadian public would 
welcome the suggestions now being studied for their 
better highway safety. In particular a national driver 
education program would be acceptable. In fact It is 
, long overdue. And so is the proposal that in the event 
of a traffic violation conviction for anything but trivial 
offences a driver’s licence should be sequestered until 
he has passed an examination set under the driver 
education program. 


Key to progress 


M ayor MICHAEL young of Victoria is 
understandably pleased about the announce¬ 
ment by Provincial Secretary Grace McCarthy that 
the government will transfer its Inner Harbor land 
holdings to the Capital Improvement District Conunis- 
sion. This could be the key to properly planned and 
well co-ordinated development and refurbishing in the 
area 

The commission, as we have noted before, has 
been a very “low profile” operation, although its good 
works of beautification are all around us. 

At the outset, after the CIDC was established by 
then-premier W. A. C. Bennett about 20 years ago with 
the purpose of making Victoria one of the most 
beautiful capitals anywhere, there was some acrimony 
between provincial and local politicians over credit for 
its projects. This and the reluctance of non-politicians 
involved in it to be caught up in controversy may have 
been a reason for the quiet way it has operated^ 
spending usually |200,00p or more annually on such 
projects as. for only .npe out of many examples, the 
Gorge beautificatkMi. 

Nearly two years ago Hugh Curtis, then id the Op¬ 
position as Progressive Conservative member for 
Saanich and the Islands, was moved to comment in the 
legislature that the commission “still operates in a 
relative vacuunl.” It bad membership from the 
municipalities; It had provincial government ap¬ 


pointees from the department of public works and the 
provincial secretary’s department. 

“But far too often, in my view ... it is off on its 
own. This may not be its fault, but it is not co¬ 
ordinating nor being co-ordinated with activities of the 
Capital Regional District or the municipalities, or, in¬ 
deed, in some instances, key departments of govern¬ 
ment. . 

“Far too often it has been unable to determine 
what is going on or what is being worked upon in other 
local or regional jurisdictions ... I would 1^ delighted 
to see some means whereby the CIDC could be pulled 
back into mainstream.” 

Now Mr. Curtis fs minister of municipal affairs, 
his colleague Mrs. McCarthy has announced the inten¬ 
tion to place the Inner Harbor lands in the single 
jurisdiction of the CIDC, and the way looks clear for 
co-ordinated planning to commence in earnest, leading 
Mayor Young to greet the news as the best in a long 
time in regard to city-provincial relations. 

In a year of tight governmental restraint in most 
fields it might be asking too much to suggest that the 
CIDC’s budget for the months ahead should im¬ 
mediately be raised to take into account some of its 
new responsibilities. But if Mayor Young’s expecta¬ 
tion. that definite progress will now take place^around 
the Inner Harbor, is to be fulfilled, the next budget cer¬ 
tainly should be more generous. ^ 


Washington Calling

The rubber 
workers^ who are on strike, are 
demanding big increases and 
the United Auto Workers are 
eyeing a possible summer 
walkout over the same. 

The San Francisco situation 
bears some resemblance to 
that pf New York City where 
Mayor Abe Beame is struggl¬ 
ing with the hydra-headed 
monster of debt and the stub¬ 
born stance of the municipal 
unions. Pensions of city 
workers have ballooned in San 
FranC’isco as in New York 
beyond *what must seen any 
sensible limit.

The Pope's reminder to Italian Catholics 

'A bit late in the day'

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" Not 80 long ago Pope Paul 
stripped the late Cardinal 
Mindszenty of the primacy of 
Hungary In the name of 
Vatican's own detente with 
Moscow and the Marxist 
church. The Catholic symbol of 
resistance to Red fascism was 
sacrificed to Vatican’s ost- 
politlk which sought accom¬ 
modation with the sworn 
enemies of religion. 

Now, scared by the prospect 
of Communist victory in the 
coming general election in Ita¬ 
ly, the Pontiff is telling Italian 
(iatholics that “one cannot be 
simultaneously a Marxist and 
Christian.” 

It's a bit late in the day for 
this reminder of what used to 
be a clear-cut position of the 
Catholic Church. The clarity 
has been smudged by the 
“dialogue with the Marxists” 
the Vatican has been 
promoting since the reign of 
the Winds-of-Change Pope John 
XXni (1958-1963). 

An interesting examination 
of Vatican’s osipoUtik can be 
found in Marxism and the 
Church of Rome, published by 
the Institute for the Study of 
Conflict in England. The 
analysis makes topical 
reading, as Catholic Italy in¬ 
ches to the point of voting itself 
into Marxist bondage. 

Pope John’s underlying 
motive in seeking rapproche¬ 
ment with Moscow was, no 
doubt, a desire to ease the 
repression of religion in 
general and persecution of 
C^atholics in particular, behind 
the Iron Curtain. To achieve 
this, some deal with the 
Kremlin may have seemed 
necessary, regardless of the 
price. 

However, as the study of 
Vatican’s ostpolitik points out, 
there was also Pope John’s 
burning ambition to mark bis 
reign by some audacious act of 

liberalism.” 

“His dream was to melt the 
Russian ice.’’ 

Pope John’s move to start 
the attempted thaw was to 
receive, in March. 1963, 
Khrushchev's son-in-law in the 
Vatican. The consequences 
were swift and astonishing. A 
month later the Italian Com¬ 
munist party gained one mil¬ 
lion extra votes. 

“The subsequent history of 
this dialogue,” the study of 
Marxism and the Churdt ef 
Rome says, “is inherent in this 
juxtaposition of cause and ef¬ 
fect: Elach step which the 
Church of Rome took towards

In Itaiy, so many Catholics 
are now so thoroughly confused

It's a tragic but virtually in¬ 
evitable pitfall, for how can 
ministers of the gospel of 
sacrificial love possibly dis¬ 
cern and comprehend that 
what they take to be a 
similarity between 
Christianity and Marxism is in 
fact thdir diametrical op¬ 
position? How can they under 
stand that the human equality 
that Christianity seeks to 
achieve in contact with God

the higher aspects of the per¬ 
sonality? 1 

As in other spheres, Lenin 
foresaw this confusion and its 
possibilities when he wrote: 
“We shall find our most fertile 
field of infiltration of Marx¬ 
ism within the field of religion, 
because religious people are 
the inost gullible and will ac¬ 
cept almost anything if it is 
couched in religious 
language.” The World’Council 
of lurches provides a vivid il¬ 
lustration of what he meant. 

It’s hardly surprising that 
the Protestant churches, wliose 
relatively short history has 
been largely shaped by 
pragmatism, are an easy prey 
for Lenin’s disciples. But. that 
the experienced old church of 
Rome has also walked into the 
Communist trap is hard to 
believe. 

Only 40 years ago Pope Pius 
XI declar^: “Communism is 
intrinsically wrong and np one 
Svbo would save Christian 
civilization may collaborate 
with it in any field what¬ 
soever.” Pope Paul’s attempt 
to revive in Catholics 
awareness of the utter fneom- 
patibility between ChristUuiity 
and Marxism comes too late to 
halt, let alone undo, the 
spiritual and iqoral erpsion 
caused by more than a decade 
of Vatican’s ostpolitik. It’s no 
accident that among the 
Catholic countries, Italy, which 
hosts the Papacy, is the most 
vulnerable.

The Connally call for Japanese rearmament not appreciated 


Defence has always been a nervous issue in post-war 
Japan. The government has tended to play down the subject 
out of respect for the sensitivities not only of its own war- 
weary people but also those of neighboring countries which 
suffered a nasty taste of Japanese aggression within living 
memory. 

So, whenever defence has to be talked about, Tokyo of¬ 
ficials go to great and convoluted lengths to show how little 
military capability Japan has and how it intends to maintain 
that state at any cost, politically and diplomatically. 

Understandably then, officials reacted nervously when. 
former United States treasury secretary, John Connally. 
tossed the cat among the pigeons recently with a proposal 
for massive Japanese rearmament. 

In an interview with an American magazine, Connally 
declared: ’’We ought to ask the Japanese to engage in sub¬ 
stantial rearmament of their people. They can be a very 
great staUlizing force in South-East Asia. ” He did, however, 
qualify the statement by saying this would only be done after 
consultation^ with America's “friends and allies, particiUar- 
ly China.” The statement was taken seriously because 
Connally is regarded by some as a potential successor to 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger. 

The statement was the last thing Prime Minister Takeo 
Miki needed at present. He has enough headaches with a ^ 
prolonged political row over allegations some top govern¬ 
ment officials took bribes from the Lockheed Corporation to 
promote aircraft BiloB bera.

The opposition parties, in fact, have long been campaign¬ 
ing for reformation, reduction or even outright disbandment 
of the country’s present 265,000-man self-defence forces — 
which one judge has already ruled are illegal under the post¬ 
war pacifist coosUttition. 

The opposition parties agree, saying the SDF violate the 
constitution’s bah on war as an instrument of national policy. 
1116 government’s answer has always been that this does not 
prevent Japan from defending itself from invasion, which is 
all the SDF are equipped for, aiong with the added protection 
of the U.S.-Japan Security Pact. 

Admittedly, tor years, visiting American officials have 
been hinting the Japanese should do far more, not only in im¬ 
proving their ability to resist invasion, but also help ease the 
U.S. regional security load, even if it only means anti¬ 
submarine patrols in neighboring waters. 

The military response to Connally's statement was given 
by Hiroichi Samejima, chairman of the Joint Staff Council, 
who said: *“ln the reality of politics and our own capabilities 
we will have to remain de^ndent on the mutual secority 
treaty with the United States to play a major strategic role 
:for Japan’s defence.” 

The size and quality of the SDF were determined by 
political considerations, not by pure military needs, he said. 
And as for the Connally statement: "This is very incompati¬ 
ble with the political reality of our country and 1 don’t think 
•very American aharm that view. 


“The mdbt imperative and basic question for the morale 
of our soldiers is to increase the number of those who sup¬ 
port us. not expand our military might.” 

A recent government survey showed the majority of 
Japanese support the defence forces while endorsing the of¬ 
ficial policy of keeping abnual defence spending within 1 per 
cent of the gross national production. Due to rising inflation 
current defence plans have had to be curtailed and all three 
services will get less new hardware than they expected. 

The Defence Agency is currently engaged on compiling 
the first White Paper on national security, which will be used 
to decide the spending limits on new equipment in the next 
few years. 

The discussions, however, have bogged down over the is¬ 
sue of whether Japan really does face any threat. The op¬ 
timists feel that with detente (a word still in use here even if 
it is discredited in Washington) between the U.S. and the two 
Communist super powers^ Japan is no longer so vulnerable. 

The other side, however, still sees danger from the con¬ 
tinuing Sino-Soviet rivalry which could erupt into hostilities 
anywi^re in the region, espeoially the sensitive Korean 
peninsula. Thus, vigilance and more defence spending are 
still needed. 

However, Connally’9 proposal is just one more com¬ 
plicating and unwelcome ingredient, creating particular 
problems for the government in making even a modest ex¬ 
pansion in defence spending. 
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THOSE OF ns who don’t count — the towly voters - 
have shown a rather lively interest in the idea of secession 
by Vancouver Island from the rest of Canada.

Eritreans 

A Colonist editorial com¬ 
menting upon United Nations’ 
financial assistance to specific 
terrorist groups planning to at¬ 
tend the Habitat conference in 
Vancouver is very timely. Not 
only is it a “philosophical od¬ 
dity and practical absurdity” 
but also a flagrant, callous dis¬ 
crimination in that the world 
organization discredits and dis¬ 
owns the child of its own crea¬ 
tion. 

If any liberation group 
deserved an invitation to the 
conference, it would be the 
Eritrean Liberation Front 
which, for the past 22 years, 
has been struggling to re¬ 
establish the original status of 
a limited autonomy granted by 
the United Nations Assembly 
on Dec. '20, 1960. 

During country-wide con¬ 
sultations held by H. E. Anze 
Matienzo, UN commissioner in 
Eritrea, tribal chieftains fre¬ 
quently questioned the wil¬ 
lingness and/or ability of the 
world organization to 
guarantee implementation of 
its resolution. These fears 
were reiterated on July 28, 
1951, when His Excellency 
Monsignor Luigi Marinoni, 
Apostolic Vicar for Eritrea, 
warned the United Nations that 
annexation by Ethiopia would 
“. . . result in an obvious 
betrayal of the hopes of the 
population and thus become the 
cause of continuous struggles 
and discord.” 

The United Nations ap¬ 
pointed an unofficial 
“observer” to “maintain 
liaison with the Eritrean 
situation ” and indicated a 
desire to have the Eritrean 
government provide a 24-hour 
security for die office. In later 
years, the world organization 
disregarded delegations, 
protests, petitions, cable¬ 
grams, etc,, so that Eri¬ 
treans. faced with annexation 
by Ethiopia, had no other 
alternative than to take up 
arms in defence of the status 


they had been granted by the 
United Nations Assembly. 

Perhaps the Habitat con¬ 
ference in Vancouver will give 
some thought, if not as¬ 
sistance, to the plight of the 
thousands of homeless in the 
Keren and Agordat areas, a 
direct responsibility of UN 
failure to safeguard Eritrean 
life and property. It is to be 
feared that the most deserving 
of the “nine liberation 
movements” will not be at¬ 
tending the conference even 
though it would pay its own ex¬ 
penses.

Why should 
veterans begrudge the salaries 
these bureaucrats receive to 
deny them their rights? 

I am a stickler 
for accuracy and correspon¬ 
dent Goode undoubtedly is cor¬ 
rect when he remarks that the 
prime minister has never been 
seen in any uniform of Her Ma¬ 
jesty’s Forces and pray, why 
should he have been siqce the 
war was over before the Queen 
came to the throne? But what I 
think he meant was that the 
prime minister had never been 
seen in military uniform in 
time of war — a very different 
tiling! 

If my memory serves me 
aright after some 35 years, I 
seem to recall reading in the 
media that one Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau, then serving (or 
should I have said training?) in 
an officers* training corps, was 
discharged from the service as 
“unlikely to become an ef¬ 
ficient solder”. Verb sap!

Each year since 1971, the 
Senate has passed a bill to res¬ 
cind the Byrd n^easure, only to 
fail to reach agreement with 
the House of Representatives. 
The bill then dies. 

Last summer, the House in¬ 
ternational relations commit¬ 
tee passed a bill te sti^e down 
the Byrd amendment. Clark 
hurriedly introduced a similar 
bill in the Senate. 

Once again the House bill 
failed to pass and the Senate 
measure didn't even reach the 
floor. 


‘‘Rhodesia and Russia have 
the only world supplies of 
chrome,” says Pete Smith, an 
aide to Clark. . 

“The opposition comes from 
tlie steel companies, which do 
not trust Russia as a stable 
source of supply. It also comes 
from people who are against 
support for black rule over 
white and from anti- 
corn mpnists.”

Political violence and inflation 
major problems in Argentina 


Political violence and 
runaway inflation still are the 
major problems confronting 
Aigentina’s military govern¬ 
ment one month after the coup 
which overthrew President 
Isabel Peron. 

★ ★ ★ 

The death toll from battles 
between leftist guerrillas and 
security forces and from ex¬ 
ecutions by right-wing death 
squads has risen to 120 in just 
one month. At least 309 have 
been killed so far this year. 

President Jorge Videla, 
army commander and leader 
of the junta which took power 
March 24, said in his first 
speech that the new govern¬ 
ment would “combat without a 
truce the subversive criminals, 
in whatever form, until they 
are wiped out.” 

★ ★ ★ 

Videla also advocated a large 
role for private interprise in 
revitalizing the economy. Dur¬ 
ing the last 1 ^ months of the 
Peron government the cost of 
living had risen 566 per cent, 
production had dropped and the 
national treasury was- nearly 
emptied. 

Videla’s economy minister 
Tweeted the **shock

treatment” for the economy, 
favoring control of inflation ^ 
gradually reducing the budget 
deficit. Price contreds were 
abolished, but businessmen 
were asked to use modera¬ 
tion. 

Since the coiqi, the cost of 


living has increased 32 per cent 
according to the economic 
ministry. 

Business has shown its con¬ 
fidence in the new government 
with a bullish stock and bond 
market, and the value of the 
peso against the dollar rose in 



the free market from 280 pesos 
to 230 pesos on the average. 

The new government still has 
not announced how many 
prisoners were taken after the 
coup nor what future awaits 
Mrs. Peron. ; 

• The former president was 
taken prisoner and sequestered 
in an isolated mansion in the 
Andean Lake region, 1,000 
miles from Buenos Aires. 

Military sources have said 
she will be tried by a military 
court on charges of corruption 
in her administration.

Military courts in».the 
provinces already have tried 
and convicted several union 
leaders and former govern¬ 
ment officials for ill^d arms 
possession. 

The customs administrator 
said last year |2.5 billion worth 
of contraband was smuggled 
out of Argentina to be sold 
abroad. At the same time, 
legal exports were only $3 bil¬ 
lion worth and Argentina’s 
treasury reserves bank so low 
there was concern that the na¬ 
tion would default on its 
foreign debt. 

The military government 
renegotiated the debt pay¬ 
ments due this moath and next.

Furniture, soap and paint probably sound pretty 
prosaic to a lot of people, but there are lots of interesting stories behind 
them.

He turned Laurel Point, a “barren, rocky spot”, 
into a beautiful garden surrounding his large factory and stately 
mansion. 

Several years later a young Englishman had his chance to make his 
dreams come true on Laurel Point. His name was Pendray . . . and the 
rest is history. Within a year his House of Pendray on Laurel Point 
was manufacturing paint as well as soap, and paint production became 
one of the most important industries in Victoria for quite a few years.

He was asked if the board 
was going to limit the volume 
of fees that a trust company 
would be able to collect.

In the fees area?

The stock in tiie firm i^hich 
manufactures Orange Crush, 
Hires Root Beer and other 
products in 60 countries was 
made with the ccmsent of 
Crush management, Pattison 
added. John Thompson of 
Toronto, Crush board chair¬ 
man, has been a Neonex 
director for several years. 

Crush International report¬ 
ed gross earnings of S62.5 mil¬ 
lion and net earnings 6f $5.3 
million. The firm has real 
assets of $26 million of which 
more than $12 million is in 
cash. 

Neonex purchased 932.400 
shares of Crush April 9 in a 
private transaction with Com¬ 
mercial Trust of Montreal, 
Pattison said. 

Neonex then added 532,100 


shares through private owneiv 
ship transactions and the pub^ 
lie markefolace 'to bring total 
ownership to 1,4K,500 shares, 
just more than 34 per cent of 
the outstandinf Inters 

national stock. 

Pattison s&id the purchase 
was financed with borrowed 
funds and will be repaid by 
the sale of certain Neimex 
assets. 

He declined in an interview 
to say how much Neohex paid 
for the Crush stock or wbat 
assets it intended to sell. 
Crush International closed at 
$10.12 Thursday on the Toron¬ 
to Stock Exchange. 

Neonex previously rpported

The dispute revt^lws around 
CP's v^itlKlrawal of local 
freight service on Saskatche¬ 
wan’s truck routes. 



Riley, speaking in Regina 
Thursday, said '‘we've been 
telling the government for 
eight months of our intention 
to turn these routes over to 
local operators and to main¬ 
tain service to oonxmunities 
until alternate local service 
can be found." 

This, he said, could be done 
immediately tor 80 per cent of 
the communities. He said the 
highway traffic board could 
still transfer the licences to 
local carriers. 

When CP announced early 
this week It would withdraw 
its truck freight services on 
some routes by May 1, 
McMurtry warned against the 
move and the transpott com¬ 
pany responded by withdraw¬ 
ing its trucks frtm all local 
routes on Wednesday. 


Four premiers 


Several mettints Wert held 
and wiitn these failed to re- 
aolve the matter, the highway 
transport board banned the 
CP trucks from Saskatche¬ 
wan’s highways, This meant 
CP trucks on interprovincial 
routes would not be able to 
cross Saskatchewan. 

A hearing will be held May 
17 to show cause why CP'a II- 
cenee should not be cancelled 
but In the meantime. If any 
CP trucks are found on Sas¬ 
katchewan's highways, they 
could be Impounded. That 
order takes effMt Saturday. 

Riley said his company was 
Immediately Uklng the mat¬ 
ter into court in an effort ta 
resolve the dispute. "They're 
trying to force us out of Sas¬ 
katchewan against 'our will.”

Western chiefs 
closer to pact 


PROVINCIAL COURT 


Detention was ordered 
Thursday in Victoria provin¬ 
cial court by Judge Harold 
Alder for a 27-yearold Vlc- 
torla-area man after the first 
fuU bail hearing involving the 
key change am«ig several 
Canadian law amendments 
put into effect last Monday by 
Ottawa. 

Alder refused bail for Wil¬ 
liam Harold Mack, who plead¬ 
ed not guilty to a Victoria 
charge of uttering a S738.63 
cheque Tuesday and posses¬ 
sion at the same time of a 
known stolen cheque worth 
less than $200. 

The judge also approved a 
request by defence lawyer 
Dean Wilson fw an order pro¬ 
hibiting publication or broad¬ 
cast of bail-hearing details 
but T^lson said later outside 
court he would not object to a 
brief report on the key 
change. 

It is a requirement that an 
accused person show cause 
why he should be released on 
some form of bail when he is 
charged while awaiting trial- 
on an Indictable offence. Until 
this week, that "show^nuse” 
(Mius had been on the prosecu¬ 
tion since another law change 
Jan. 3. 1972. 

Wilson said the new aml?nd- 
ments seem to read that such 
an accused person njust show 
there is no substantial likeli¬ 
hood of a further offence and 
"I don’t know how you can 
prove future conduct." 

Having made the detention 
order, Alder said a trial al¬ 
ready scheduled would have 
to be "bumped” so Mack 
would not have to wait for 
hearing until the next regular- 
ly-available dates in Sep¬ 
tember. The trial was set for 
June 1. first “bumpable” date 
which fit with Will’s cal^en- 
dar. 

"It wiU happen again,” the 
defence lawyer predicted. 

□ 

Another aspec.'t of the 
amendments came up in traf¬ 
fic court when Howard Fire- 
derick Jackson. 38, Dun¬ 
can, pleaded guilty to a Saan¬ 
ich charge of impaired driv¬ 
ing April 20 and was fined 
$600 by Judge WUllam Ostler. 

Tbe amendments increased 
the maximum penalty for im¬ 
paired driving to a $2,000 fine 
and six months in jail from 
$1,000 and six montbs. 

TTiere are no standard fines 
for 8u<di offences but pest 
practice haa been a $350 fine 
for an "average” case and 
$500 for one involving an ac¬ 
cident, a fairly high breath- 
analysis reading or a previous 
conviction. Jackson’s case in¬ 
volved an accident, a rea<hng 
of .20 per cent and one pre- 
'Aoub "over .08” conviction. 

□ 

A third part of the amend¬ 
ments arose in the case of 
Robert Alfred Armitage, 18, 
of 1191 Burnside, who pleaded 
guilty to a Saanich cluuge of 
fraud April 13 at Wot^co in 
taking a $5.77 price tag from 
an item and substituting a 
$3.97 teg. 

Prosecutor Pfeter Birkett 
said the crown now can 
choose to charge by indict¬ 
ment, with more serious pen¬ 
alties, as well as by the lesser 
summary-conviction method 
in cases of theft, fraud and 
possession of known stolen 
property where the value Is 
less than $200. 

In Armitege’s case, he said, 
the choice was by summary 
conviction. Armitage, who 
had switched tags because he 
had only $4 with him, was put 
on probation tor six months 
by Alder and ordered to do 30 


hours of conmiunityaervice 
work. 


Jonathan Trevor Hagen, 17, 
whose address was given in 
court as 2875 Gorge View, 
pleaded guilty to a Victoria 
charge of possession March 13 
of known stolen items worth a 
total of about $395 — a set of 
silverware, a tape recorder 
and a hotplate. 

Defence lawyer Peter Ins- 
ley said Hagen bought the 
items at a swap sale "under 
suspicious circumstances ... 
he thought they might be a 
hot item." 

Alder sentenced Hagen to 
three months and added it to 
a tour month term Hagen re¬ 
ceived from another judge in 
March for a Saanich house 
break-in and theft.

In the court section of 
Judge Douglas Campbell, a 
6(May jail term was set tor 
Dennis Edwssd Bell, 19. of 
2120 Church in Sooke, wh^e

MEDICINE HAT, Alta. 
(CP) — The premiers of the 
tour western provinces an¬ 
nounced a seven-point outline 
for economic co-operation 
Thursday, thus moving closer 
to a common development 
strategy. 

In statements after a two- 
day conference, the premiers 
Slid ap economic devel^ 
ment strotegy would include 
more oo-operation in maricet- 
ing western skills and prod¬ 
ucts in foreign countries, com¬ 
mon pressure on the federal 
government for a transpor¬ 
tation system that would en¬ 
courage western development, 
and western input in interna¬ 
tional tariff negotiations. 

Othw aapects of the common 
strategy would include en- 
processing as close as possi- 
couraglng develonment and 
ble to the source of raw mate¬ 
rials, co-ordinating provincial 
resource policies in areas like 
coal production, heavy oil 
distribution, co-ordination of 
marketing and electric power 
education and technological 
development, and joint devel¬ 
opment of specific educational 
and research centres of ex¬ 
cellence to prevent wasteful 
duplication. 

In other matters, the pre¬ 
miers agreed federal propos¬ 
als on agricultural income 
stabildzation are commend¬ 
able but should include a 
"meaningful” stebiMzation 


program tor oorw-oaif opera¬ 
tions. 

Saskatchewan Premier 
Allan Blaioeney said the sums 
involved are too large tor Al¬ 
berta and Saskatchewan to 
provide the service tor cow- 
calf operations. 

He said the cost tor Saskat¬ 
chewan would be $80 mUUon a 
year, much of which would be 
a subsidy fop consumers In 
other provinces. 

The premiers criticized 
what they caUed the federal 
government’s move to unilat¬ 
erally change federal-provin¬ 
cial fiscal arrangements. 

They asked that the federal 
government consider yielding 
greater tax room to the prov¬ 
inces in return tor the prov¬ 
inces taking over financing of 
programs that now get large 
federal contributions. 

Manitoba Premier Ed 
.Schreyer said the yielding of 
tax room would not reduce 
the equalizing effect of 
present programs. 

He said the federal govern¬ 
ment could give qp equalized 
tax points, in effect giving 
more tax room to the poorer 
provinces so they could pro¬ 
vide the sendees to meet na¬ 
tional standards. 

The premiers decided not to 
get into a detailed discussion 
of federal moves to amend 
the constitution, deciding that 
topic is best left to a meeting 
of an premiers and federal 
representatives.

Tahitian tour agent 
^very good sal^man ’ 



A plaintiff suing Victoria 
travel agents because of a 
disappointing holiday at a Ta¬ 
hitian resort said in Victoria 
county court Thursday all he 
expected from the firm \vere 
transportation and accommo¬ 
dation arrangements. 

Richard D. BamswelL 
(k^rge East, is one of four 
persons claiming damages 
from Totem Trarel Service 
Ltd. and John Hampton, Its 
agent, in connection with a 
three-week tour package to 
aub Mediterranee on the i»- 
land of Moorea in December, 
1974. 

••You didn't believe Totem 
was operating Oub Mediter¬ 
ranee?” asked counsel for 
the defendants Michael Hut¬ 
chison in cros.s-examlnatlon 
before Judge E. J. C. Stewart. 

"No. just acting for them," 
Bamswell replied. 

The plaintiff agreed it was 
he who brought up the subject 
ot Tahiti when he discussed 
possible travel destinations 
with Hampton. 

"All you exi^ected was for 
him (Hampton) to arrange 
tran.sportation and accommo¬ 
dation?” Hutchison asked. 

"Correct." said Bamswell. 
adding that he did receive 
transportation and accommo¬ 
dation which was essentially 
the same as others in the 
jiarty received. 

Earlier, in direct evidence. 
Bamswell told of unpleasant 
conditions at the club found 
l'>y himself, his companion 
Marlon Will and Calgary 
friends Kenneth and Audrey 
Meek, who are the other com¬ 
plainants in the action, all re¬ 
presented by Jeff Green. 

In evidence the previous 
day a member of the same 
lour, but not booked by 
Totem, told of harrowing ex- 
yreriences involved in getting 
to the club, occurring at the 
club, poor meals, dirty condi¬ 
tions. unpleasant staff and 
general unfriendliness that 
turded her visit into a night¬ 
mare. 

Bamswell said he had not 
asked Hampton if he had been 
to Tahiti, although he quoted 
Hampton as saying the C3ut> 
Mediterranee was "the only 
place to stay." 

"The manner in which he 
carried himself and answered 
questions authoritatively," 
had convinced Bamswell, he 
said, describing Hampton as 
"a very good salesman." 

Bamswell said he had not 
specifically asked for Infor¬ 
mation on Club Mcditerrariee 
when he went to the travel 
agent a fesv months before the 
trip. 

He told how he had taken 
brochures on the club, lii- 
lened to Hampton’s descrip¬ 
tion and relay^ the informa¬ 
tion to Marion Will and to the 
Meeks before deciding to take 
the package and paying a de- 
f>08i1. 

His impression from the 
brochures led him to expect a 
vCelcoroe "by people whose 
only purpose was to ensure 
we had a good holiday.” 

But no one mel the party. 

There had been one aub 
Mediterranee official to 
process the entire tour land¬ 
ing at the airport in Papeete, 
he said, and do one appeared 
to be in charge when the four 
of them got to the club Itself 
after a short connecting flight 
they arranged and paid for 
themselves. 

♦Later, they found the Eng¬ 
lish-speaking person in charge 
to be uncooperative and un¬ 
concerned with the proWems 
they were having, court was 
told. 

Bamswell said his bed was 
dirty and wet, he was "get¬ 
ting eaten aUve" by mosqui¬ 
toes and meals were at 
variance with w^t had been 
advertised. 

"I wasn’t expecting the Hil¬ 
ton.” he said, but the accom¬ 
modations should have been 
better for a resort in which 
people booked a year ahead. 

•'The food was full of bugs, 
there were flies eveiywhere, 
dogs and cats were sniffing 
up your leg.” he said, describ¬ 
ing the dining room. "I don’t 
recall anyone smiling; 1 can 
recall them literally throwing 
the food” before the guests, 
Bamswell said of the 
waitresses. 

In the brochures, staff were 
referred to as "gentle or- 


giniitrs,’* the guests as "gen¬ 
tle memben.” 

But Barnewell said he found 
no effort wae shown by staff 
to make people welcome or 
happy and meet appeared to 
be rrenoh-speeklng rather 
than bUingual u deeciibed in 
the literature. 

’They didn’t even say ’bon- 
Jour’ to you.” the plaintiff 
said, ‘"rhey completely ig¬ 
nored us.” 

•Tw been to e lot of pieces, 
but nothing as disgraceful as 
that" 

When he had decldad to 
leave ha said ha asked the 
person in charge for a refund 
but svat refused. 

Under cross-examination, 
Bamswell said ha had been 
tired from the long flight to 
Papeete from Loe Angeles, 
which was late, and their ar- 
rial was further delayed by 
customs procedure despite the 
promise of "special treat¬ 
ment" 

He said it had been his ex- 
perimee from other traveis 
that the biggest problems 
wore in getting to places. 

Asked if he had understood 
there was to be staff and 
guest mingling as part of the 
package, Bamswell said that 
not once had he been asked if 
he was enjoying himself or if 
he wanted anjdhing. 

’The staff "refused to talk to 
us.” 

He toW the manager he 
could no longer stand the in¬ 
solence and arrogance, and. 
that he had not "come 12,006 
miles to be treated in this 
manner." 

Bamswell made no com¬ 
plaint to Totem when he ar¬ 
rived home, but he said his 
solicitor wrote to the travel 
agent and included letters of 
conrqilaint from others who 
had been on the trip. 

Copies were sent to the con- 
sdmer services department 
and Better Business Bureau. 

Bamswell said he had not 
instructed hit counsel to pur¬ 
sue Gub Mediterranee. just 
Totem : "I felt they were the 
ones responsible; they sent 
me there." 

Final witness for the plain¬ 
tiffs was Marion Will, who 
works in Victoria as a 
waitress and had been atr 
tracted by the picture of a 
&mth Seas holiday at por¬ 
trayed in the broctums 
Bamswell showed her. 

"I was quite intrigued by 
the pictures of thatched huts 
close to . the beach, and the 
white sand," she said, and 
looked forward to a "relaxed, 
romantic hollda/’ vrlth inter¬ 
esting meals. 

When she was introduced to 
Hampton, the informatkm he 
gave hdped her decide to 
take the trip instead of meet¬ 
ing her sister in Ontario to 
visit Europe. 

"I remember him talking 
about the white sand and the 
Gub Mediterranee the only 
place to stay. I knew little 
about Tahiti then: I assumed 
it was litoraHy the oidy place 
on the little island of 
(Moorea." 

She paid fl,274 to Totem 
after a depoeit, she said. 

Green asked her to describe 
the accommodation at Gub 
Mediterranee. 

Unlike the brochure, she 
said, the cottage to which she 
and Bamswell were assigned 
was not within sight of the 
beach. 

She said she was very dis¬ 
appointed when she opened 
the door, 

"It was nothing like what 
the pictures had conveyed to 
me," she went on. describing 
a dirty wooden floor, no flow¬ 
ers and two rickety cots. 

"The bathroofh was unsani¬ 
tary with water on the floor 
and bugs floating around in it 
and bugs in the sink. Ihere 
was no iltower curtain . i." 

Flies were very bad, and in 
the dining room where food- 
was served buffet style, the 
fruit set out was "black with 
fruit flies" — almost making 
her ill, she said. 

"How did all that affect 
you?” Green asked. 

"Wow,” the witness said 
quietly. 

She said she trfed to bear 
up because she did not want 
to upset Bamswell who had 
in effect, caused her to cancel 
her plans for Europe. 

Under cross-examination 
the said she had relied on 
Barnswell, but she had no 
reason to think Totem was the 
organizer of the tour. 


Hutchiaon noted it had 
taken her longer than the 
other three to make up her 
mind about going. "It took 
Bamswell a little longer to 
persuade you to go with 
him?” 

"I guess you could put it 
that way.” she replied. 

The trial was adjourned to 
next 'niuriday at 10 a.m. for 
the defendant’s case to be 
heard, unless oommitments of 
counsel permit letOmption 
Wednesday. 


Leading the fight against 
what is basically approval of 
the minister’s salary of 
$21,600 were Scott Wallace 
(PC-Oak Bay).

get the documentation to¬ 
gether. 

However, he said financing 
problems that had delayed 
the signing since January 
had been soBved. 

Meanwhile, Ctovemment 
House Leader Mitchell Sharp 
assured Progressive Conser¬ 
vative MPs any announce¬ 
ment on Lockheed would bb> 
made in the Commons. 

Also in the Commons. 
Richardson told Allan McKin¬ 
non (PC—Victoria) he could 
give no details of borrowing 
arrangements reached be¬ 
tween Lockheed and the 
banks. 

The contract was to have 
been signed in January. How¬ 
ever. Lockheed had difficulty 
in borrowing the $300 million 
needed to finance the early 
years of the contract. 

The Lockheed offer was ex¬ 
tended twice and the second 
extension expires at midnight 
tonight. 

Lockheed must borrow from 
Canadian banks because the 
government will not make 
major payments on the con¬ 
tract for about three years. 
The government will pay all 
the interest charges of the 
Lockheed borrowing and has 
set aside $111 million for that 
purpose. 

Lockheed officials say a 
consortium of 24 U.S. banks, 
to which the company woed 
about $650 million, had ap¬ 
proved the borrowing. So bad 
a U.S. government loan guar- 
anteet board which had 
guaranteed $250 million of the 
American borrowing.

OTTAWA (CP) — Private 
developers control enough 
residential land in some met¬ 
ropolitan areas to supply 
housing needs for up to Id 
years, says a study prepared 
originally for Central Mort¬ 
gage and Housing Oorp. 

In some cases, developers 
can expect speculative gains 
of up to 60 per cent on their 
land purchases, the study 
says. 

The study was written fbr 
CMHC by author Peter Spun* 
in 1973, but was never pi^ 
lished. Now Toronto publisher 
James Lonmer and Co. has 
issued the 435-page k-eport in 
book form. 

Lorimer said at a news 
conference here 'Thursday 
that CMHC had suppressed 
the report because it reflects 
poorly on the federal Crown 
corporation. 

CMHC insures mortgage 
loans and provides direct aid 
for housing. 'That aid includes 
money for land assembly by 
provinces and municipalities.

I Saanich council members 
bucked the provincial govern¬ 
ment and the public Thursday 
by voting themselves a pay 
increase reduced from one 
proposed earlier this month. 

Increases will begin, June 1 
rather than Jan. 1, and put 
Mayor Ed Lum’s yearly sal¬ 
ary to $17,872, representing a 
6-per-cent increase, rather 
than the 8 per cent first 
agreed upon. 

Aldermanic salaries will go 
up $600 to $6,000 as agreed, 
but they will also forgo pay 
retroactive to the start of the 
year. 

All council members stuck 
to their original stances in the 
4-3 vote, with Luih, Sandy 
Noel, Dave Paterson, Fred 
Severson and Roy Wootten in 
favor. Voting against were 
Mary CasUio, Maurice John¬ 
son and Joe Bourque. 

A flood of letters from resi¬ 
dents oppb^ to the increase 
had gone both to the munici¬ 


pality and to newspi^rs. Mu¬ 
nicipal clerk Gordon Hayward 
said a petition had also been 
mailed to Saanich. 

The vote was taken the 
same day Municipal Affairs 
Minister Hugh Curtis pwBued 
his earlieivannounced opposi¬ 
tion to any increased council 
salaries with o letted to all 
municipalities in the province. 

Dd>ate of the issue at the 
municipality’s final 1976 bud¬ 
get session brought pleas 
from some aldermen for a 
new method of setting council 
salaries to replace what Aid. 
Roy Wootten called the "anti¬ 
quated" current system. 

But Curtis said later Thurs¬ 
day he wxHild not change the 
system. 

"With elected office goes 
many responsibilities, and 
with it the responsibility to 
decide salaries for that office.

They questioned speakers 
representing four sides of the 
issue: Liberal vice-president 
for Lower Vancouver Island 
Frances EUord. Victoria po¬ 
lice Insp. J. L. Smith; former 
B.C. Wildlife Association 
director Brian Roberts; and 
Cbnservative member and 
spokesman Carl Bolger. 

One audience member, who 
said he was not a regular 


hunter, said the bill’s restric¬ 
tions are "too high a price on 
individual liberty for the 
number of people you’ll stop 
getting guns.” 

The bill would require all 
gun owners to be registered, 
and would make competency 
tests compulsory in some in¬ 
stances. 

“The criminal isn’t going to 
register his gun, though. “ 
Roberts Said. "The criminal 


isn’t going to take a compe¬ 
tency test." 

Most people who use guns 
for sport are angry that the 
government is pursuing this 
type of legislation rather than 
enforcing what is already on 
the books, he said. 

They want criminals given 
longer jail sentences, he said, 
and not ones "they .just laugh 
at.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) ’ — 
The Senate intelligence com¬ 
mittee has reported that 
abuses of power by tJ.S. in¬ 
telligence agencies yiolaled 
the constitutional rights <A 
millions of Americans. 

In a 396-page report titled 
Intelligence Activities and the

An official leport. Activities 
of the Holy See, which was 
made public Wednesday, also 
said the number of Catholics 
continued to increase in 3 j 975, 
climbing by 12 million to 565 
million persons. But the 
number of priests dipped 
4,707 .to 339.635 from 344,342. 

The report disclosed no fig- 
tires on the financial troubles 
Of Pope Paul VI. The Wtftian 
budget like ^ exact worth 
of its vast holdings, is secret. 
According to printed reports, 
the Vatican deficit was es¬ 
timated at about $6.4 million. 

In a rare comment last 
year, Vatican spokesman Fe¬ 
derico Alessandrini said the 
mdnIsitraiPl’s budget was less 
than that of the Italian Com¬ 
munist parly. The Commu¬ 
nists* budget for 1976 was 
about $28 million. 

The official report said the 
deficit was of such a dimen¬ 
sion that the Vatican «had to 
cover “a little less than half 
of its total through extraordi- 
naiy interventions or con¬ 
tributions.’* 

It did not elaborate. Hie 
refetvnce might be to sales of 
Vatican land or buildings or 
to s<xne kind of emergency 
help from bish(^ of wealthy 
nations or wealthy religious 
orders. 

*rhe report spoke of "a 
progressive reduction' of the 
traditional offerings made to 
the Holy See.** This referred 
to funds sent by bishops all 
over the world since the pa*- 
pacy more than a century ago 
lost the large territory that it 
had ruled in central Italy for 
1,000 years. 

As a sovereign, the Pope 
then cc^ected taxes. Now the 
Vatican has no income from 
taxes, and Its territory has 
been reduced to one-sbC& of a 
square mile. 

The report complained that 
stricter tax laws in Italy cut 
into profits from stocks the 
Vatican owns in Italian com¬ 
panies. Until eight years ago, 
the Vatican was exempt from 
paying Italian taxes. 

The report showed that aus¬ 
terity policies Pope Paul tried 
to impose last year had large¬ 
ly failed. He vetoed the origi¬ 
nal 1975 budget and set up a 
commission of experts to try 
to reduce the more than 3,000 
Vatican personnel throu^ at¬ 
trition or transfers. 

*rhe report on the declining 
number of priests said the 
. 4,707 drop occurred among di¬ 
ocesan priests, v 1 k> numbered 
224,472 at the end of 1973. It 
said the number of priests in 
orders stayed virtually the 
same at 115,163. 

Hie number, of priests who 
asked reinstatement to the 
priesthood after leaving for 
marriage increased in 1975, 
the report said. It gave no fig¬ 
ures and said the priests were 
readmitted to the priesthood 
onl yafter the problem (rf the 
wife and children was ’per¬ 
manently rew^ed.** 


Rights of Americans the panel 
said the CIA, FBI, ^S, Na¬ 
tional Security Agency and 
army Intelligence violated pri¬ 
vacy. lawful assembly and 
other rights by brefdc-ins. 
wiretaps baggings, mail 
openings, ’ physical survell- 
ance, and hai-«^?ment. 

* * T h e committee’s fun¬ 
damental conclusion is that 
intelligence activities have 
undermined the cavstitutional 
rights of citizens and that 
they have done so primarily 
because cheda and balances 
designed by the framers of 
the constitition to assure ac- 
(SMintability have not been ap- 
pUed,” the report said. 

Discussing the type of 
domestic spying it was con¬ 
cerned about, it said the CIA 
opened and photographed 
nearly a quarter of a million 
first-class letters in the Unit¬ 
ed States from 1953 to 1973, 
’‘producing a CIA compu¬ 
terized index of nearly 1.5 
million names.** 

Other statistics covered 
hundreds of thousands of sur¬ 
veillance files within the other 
agencies. 

The report made 96-reform 
recommendations which two 
committee members — Sena*- 
lors John Tower, ’Texas Dem¬ 
ocrat. and Barry Gddwater 
Arizona Republican — consid- 
eitd so sweeping they refused 
to sign the document. They 
had also refused to sign a 
report issued Monday on U.S. 
foreign and military in¬ 
telligence.'* 

Hie report suggested the 
spy agencies introduced a 
“big brother’’ element into 
American life. 

“Too many people have 
been spied upon by too many 
government agencies and too 
much informatloo has been 
collected,’’ it said. ^ 

“The government has often 
undertaken the secret sui^ 
veiilance of citizens on the 
basis of their political beliefs, 
even when those beHets posed 
no threat of violence or illegal 
acts on behalf of a hostile 
foreign power. 

“The government, operating 
primarily though secret infor- 
ments but also using other in¬ 
trusive techniques such as 
wiretaps, microphone ’bugs,*' 
surrepitious mail opening; 
and bre«k-inS, has swept in 
vast amounts of information 
about the personal lives, 
views and associatiora of 
American citizens. 

“Investigations of groups 
deemed potentially dangerous 

— and even of groups suspect¬ 
ed of associating with poten¬ 
tially dangerous organizations 

— have continued for decades 
. ..’’ it said. 

“Unsavory and vicious tac¬ 
tics have been employed — 
including anonymous at¬ 
tempts to break up mar* 
riages, disrupt meetings, os¬ 
tracize persons from their 
professions.” 

• The report said the reform^ 
recommendatiOTs were not 
designed to control federal 
investigations of “organized 
crime, narcotics or oiher law- 
<mforcement investigations 
unrelated to domestic security 
activities’’ or to hamper coun¬ 
ter intelligence operations. 

The recommendatioons cov¬ 
ered a wide range of checks 
and controls, including:

MONTRliAL tCB) - Thtni- 
sands xA Quebec hospitml 
\N<orlcers and junior college 
professors started a 48-hour 
strike Thursday as 9,200 Hy- 
dro^ebec workers and most 
of the province’s 80.000 teach¬ 
ers announced they would join 
them today.

•‘Oertainly >\e’re goinR on 
strike,” he said. 'The govern¬ 
ment refuses to negotiate.” 

The province’s French- 
Catholic and English-Protes- 
tant teachers waited befiMPe 
deciding to particpate in the 
latest strike in order to see if 
the government had any new 
offers to propose. 

The teachers already face 
numerous charges as a result 
of walkouts April 12 and 23 in 
defiance of provincial anti- 
strike legislation which bars 
work disruptions in Quebec 


schotJs for an 80-day period 
from April 11. 

Oswald Parwt. minister for 
the public service, announced 
Wednesday that the govern¬ 
ment had decided to reinsti¬ 
tute a 17-per-cent cost-of-liv¬ 
ing increase to all its public 
serN’lce employees. 

The cost-of-living payments 
have not been<ipaid to teach¬ 
ers and hospital workers since 
common front contracts ex-^ 
pired last June.

ty towns. 

They are angry because a 
long-planned reform now is to 
come into effect. 'This reform 
provides for more students to 
go into disciplines that em¬ 
ployers actually want rather 
than vvbat students want to 
study. 

About half of French stu¬ 
dents study the liberal arts •— 
languages, for example, living 
and dead. Until recently, most 
of these students managed to 
find a job in teaching or re¬ 
search. 

But France now has enough 
researchers and teachew. The 
result is that ordy one in eight 
graduates in the liberal arts 
actually finds a job in those 
fields. 

France has a million unem¬ 
ployed and about a third of 
these are under 25. France 
produces 1^,000 graduates a 
year; they fall on a market 
which cannot absorb them. 

The student populaticm has 
doubled in the last ten years. 
Student anger centres on their 
own ministei^, the secretary of 
state for the universities, 
Alice Saunier-Seite.

Three months ago Mrs. 
Sauniei> was yanked out of 
Brest University by I^resldent 
Giscard d’Estatng in order to 
convince the universities that 
the government’s reform 
plans make sense. 

She has a smile that would 
put even Jimmy Carter In the 
shade, but behind that smile 
lies a toughness that will 
stand her in good stead as she 
tries to tackle the ever-recur¬ 
ring problems French 
higher education. 

The reform that she is try¬ 
ing to pursue is modest 
enough: to cut down on sylla¬ 
buses and faculties that pro¬ 
duce arts graduates and to 
try to build up those which 
produce applied scientists and 
engineers. 

It is. she says, In the inter¬ 
ests of the students that it 
should be so. The students, 
nearly half of whom are or¬ 
ganized into a Trotskyite-led 
group called UNEF, see their 
minister and her reform as a 
sop to capitalism and them¬ 
selves as its slaves. UNPTF 
has sparked the recent dem- 
[ onstralions. 

To an outside observer, the 
I French university student 
1 may seem fortunate. Anyone 
I who gets a baccaiaureat 



(final high school examina¬ 
tion) has an automatic right 
to a university place. 

The result is that France 
has too many university stu¬ 
dents : four times as many as 
Britain, which has muchu^ 
same population; a quarter erf 
a million more than West 
Germany, which has ten mil- 
UoD more people than France. 

University troubles in 
France could easily be 
stopped by having a process 
ct selection between high 
school and university. At the 
moment there is ncme of that 
w'eeding out at an early age 
that takes place in Britain. 
West Germany, and the Soviet 
Union (possibly the most edu¬ 
cationally elitist state in the 
world). 

Nor is there a number set In 
French universities for admis¬ 
sion to each discipline in each 
university (the so-called ”nu- 
merus clauses’’ system). Ih 
France it is a free-for-all. 

The result is that the weed¬ 
ing out has to he done in the 
universUiea them.selves. Some 
80 per cent of French univer¬ 
sity students never complete 
their courses uninterruptedly 
(if they fail on one examina¬ 
tion. the boys go off to do 
their compulsory military ser¬ 
vice, many of the girls go off 
to get married). 

Many students, having done 
well at school, are still not 
to the standards oT a French 
universiW. which are very 
high, and they become frus¬ 
trated with the system, which 
results in the strikes and 
demonstrations.

regain

NEW YORK. N.Y. — A 
"Ford” .in the furniture in¬ 
dustry, in its best sense, is a 
piece that is well-propor¬ 
tioned. functional, reastmable 
in price, rather dashing in de¬ 
sign. and highly popular in 
reception. 


Thonet Industries,' which 
has been makng furniture <mi 
two continents fw almost two 
centuries, has proved many 
times that a “Ford” can also 
b^ome a “classic” and have 
a long, long Hfe. 

Take, for instance, the 
Thonet Vienna cafe chair of 
bentwood, designed in 1876, 


The Corbusier chair^ 1870 


and still being made today. 
The chair is 100 years old and 
still in great demand. In com¬ 
memoration of the Bicenten¬ 
nial in the United States, the 
back of the bentwood chair 
this year spells out ”76.” This 
Vienna aide chair ivas revolu¬ 
tionary in its time because it 
was inexpensive, lightweight, 
simple, and made of about six 
parts to make it easy to be 
shipped flat and assembled on 
site. 

Or take tMei neat little bent¬ 
wood armchair designed in 
1870 now called the Coihusier 
chair, because the great Swiss 
architect, Le (Zorbusier, used 
so many in his interiors. 

Or take the Wassily chair 
by Marcel Breuer, a remark- 
aibde design combining steel, 
wood, and woveh cane or 
leather designed in 1928 and 
still made by Thonet. It is 
also now the most Imitated 
expression of the cantilever 
chair in the world. 

Or take the graceful Thonet 
bentwood rocker, designed 
and first produced in 1869, 
with popular variatkms still 
being made today. 

These are but a few of the 
great chair designs that have 
joined Thonet’s stable of 
“classics” over the years and 
live on today^ their integrity 
of design as intect and appre¬ 
ciated as ever in the past.

homeless 

VATICAN cmr (Reuter) —

But who or what is Thonet? 

Michael Thonet was bom in 
Germany in 1790 to a humble 
Rhenish cabinetmaker and his 
wife. Michael, too, was 
trained to become a cabinet¬ 
maker and joiner. In 1830 he 
began to experiment with new 
techniques and in 1836 invent¬ 
ed the process of making 
molded plywood furniture out 
of wood veneer strips, satu¬ 
rated with warm glue, shaped 
and cooled in wooden molds. 

In 1841, Prince Mettemich, 
chancellor of Austria, saw 
Thonet’s laminated furniture 
in Coblenz, recognized genius 
at work, and invited him, his 
wife, and five sons to move to 
Vienna. 

About' 1849 Thonet’s discov¬ 
eries with bentwood led to the 
first assembly line production 
of chairs in history, and in 
1851 the family was displaying 
its chairs at the Crystal Pal¬ 
ace Exhibition in London. 

When Michael Tbcxiet 
passed on in 1871, at age 75, 
he left behind an industrial 
empire of factories and saw 
mills, vast holdings of forest, 
and a network of company 
showrooms in 25 cities around 
the world. 

After the expiratidh of his 
original patents in 1869, other 
companies began producing 
the same furniture, and the 
total industry around 1910 was 
employing more than 35,000 
people. 

Tbe 'Thonet chair epi- 
tewnized the new era of in- 
dustrializatioiii in which pro 
fessional craftsmen were re¬ 
placed by untrained hands 
along an assembly line. Still, 
the simple shapes chosen by 
Thonet for easy machine pro¬ 
duction had their own ele¬ 
gance and refinement, proven 
by the fact that they have sur¬ 
vived to the present 


In the early part of this cen¬ 
tury, 'Thonet merged with 
some of its ccanpetitora, form¬ 
ing a conglomerate of 21 fac¬ 
tories, By 1938, with ttm Sec¬ 
ond World War looming on the 
horizon, Leopold Pilzer, then 
head of 'Thonet, decided to 
move the company to the 
United States. 

Today, the original Thcxiet 
family still owns two factories 
in Europe, and the separate 
'Thonet Industries in the U.S. 
operates factories at York, 
Pennsylvania (corporate 
headquarters), Sheboygan, 
Wisconsin, and Statesville, 
North Carelina.

Men at state of detente 


Hair suggests conformity 


For the momeitt, men seem 
to have arrived at a state of 
detente aibout their hair. 
Being shaven and being 
bearded have equally lost sig¬ 
nificance. 

Ten years ago a man could 
get beat up for mutton-chc^ 
whiskers or shoulder-length 
tdnsses. Hair was that potent a ' 
social signal. In quantity on 
the head or the face, hair 
meant a no-good hippie*- 
radical who refused to get a 
job like everyone else, dem¬ 
onstrated against the war In 
Vietnam, and probably was 
high on drugs. 

Does anybody remember tWe 
musical Hair? That was the 
beginning of the end. The un¬ 
derground, the counter-cul- 
tlrne started to go box (rffice, 
and long hair and beads, like 
jeans and boots, went^ Madis 
on Avenue. 

Today the fashion in men’s 
hair has cycled to the point 
that the one-time signal of 
nonconformity suggests, if 
anything, conformity. Base¬ 
ball players, policemen, and 
certified public accountants 
more often than not arc the 
haiiMiicn of 197^. The most 
notable beard of the moment 
may belong to John Bhrlich- 
man. 

To the student of beards, 
like Reginald Reynolds, 
whose beard has just been 
reissued in piaperback, this re¬ 
versal—this rubbing against 
the fur—comes as small sur¬ 
prise. Throughout history men 
have never quite known what 
their hair is suqpposed to 
mean. 

Orta of the oldest connota¬ 
tions of a beard is wisdom. 
The Stoics and Cynics wore 
beards almost as a badge at 
their profession: philosopher. 
Yet the beardadi fool, slaver¬ 
ing his platitudes down his 
beard (“like a dozen of fox¬ 
tails.” as an Elizabethan des-

onbed it), is a thoatrical 
stereotype. 

The Egyptians shaved as an 
elitist act of purification. On 
the other hand the Turks 
shaved only their slaves, 
while among the Arbas shav¬ 
ing was a punishment—the 
victhn would neariy as will¬ 
ingly lose his head as his 
saci^ beard. 

Beards became so Identified 
with Saracens that thn West 
was anti-beard until the 16th 
century. Indeed whenever the 
beard has been out of favor 
the tendency has been to lake 
it as evidence of the diaboli¬ 
cal. 

Pictorial Satans seldom 
shav^. Blackbeard was a 
pirate. And no actor playing 
the villain in a melodrama 
needs to be told the advan-

Sherlock can’t lose Spock 


By BOB THOMAS 

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Leonard Nimoy is convincing 
packed audiences nightly at 
the Shubert Hieatre that he is 
Sherlock Holmes. But as soon 
as he steps out the stage door, 
Ians ask for his autograph as 
Mr. Spock. 

During an interview at the 
Hollywood Brown Derby, the 
actor was interrupted again 
and again by youngsters 
wanting the signature of the 
pointed-eared space travellirr 
of Star Trek. 

"Do you realize we finished 
shooting that series eight 
years -ago?” said Nimoy. 
“How could anyone have pre¬ 
dicted that Star Trek would 
stil^ be alive for so many peo¬ 
ple?” 

Certainly not Nimoy, who 
aaiw die series as a chance to 
escape to relative anonymity 
as a Hollywood character 
actor. It did much more. In 
fact, being star of a non¬ 
legendary TV series carries 
tfie threat of overwhelming his 
career. 

Nimoy touched on this mat¬ 
ter in reporting that Para¬ 
mount Pictures has opened 
negotiations fw him and Wil¬ 


liam Shattner to repeat their 
series roles in a big-scretn 
feature based on Star Trek. 

“I think it's important for 
Bill and me to get together 
and discuss who we are and 
who we want to be,” Nimoy 
said. “Both Bill and I have 
been able to do other things. 
He had his own series (Bar¬ 
bary Ooast) this season, and I 
did Mission: Impossible for a 
couple of years. I’ve done 
some films and a great deal of 
stage work—not only Sherlock 
Holmes but musicals such as 
Fiddler on the Roof, The King 
and I, Camelot, My Fair 
Lady. 

“Now, do we want to go 
back to Star Trek? We Gould 
devote our lives to It. We've 
had offers to do all kinds of 
things, including a spectacu¬ 
lar that would play auditori¬ 
ums, arenas and theatres. But 
how mudi longer do I want to 
be Spock?” 


That is the theme of his 
recent book, I Am Not Spock. 
He also has published two 
b 0 (^ of poems. You and I 
and Will I Think of You, both 
selling well in paperback. And 
he haa issued record albums 
from Leonard ^ Nimoy 
Presents Mr. Spock's Music 
from Outer Spkee to The New 
World of Leonard Nimoy. 

If all this activity seems 
manic, there's a reason. 

“I* came to Hollywood in 
1949 and until 1S60 I was just 
barely making a living,” he 
explained. “I started with a 
job at WU Wright's ice cream 
parlor, first on the Sunset 
Strip and then at the branch 
here on Vine Street. 

“Mj* kind of face just wasn’t 
considered contract material 
for the atudios: they were 


looking for the Tab Hunters 
and the Guy Madisons. Final¬ 
ly between 1980 and 1965 I 
•tarted hitting IIO.OOO a year. 
Star Trek was the fi»t time 
anybody noticed me.” 

Nimoy, 45, is still not cer¬ 
tain what made Star IVek so 
legendary. During its first two 
seasons, the series was strug¬ 
gling for an audience. 

, "J must say that I wasn’t 
too unhappy when the show 
was cancelled at the end of 
the third season. That third 
year was not our best one. 
Gene Roddenbeny, who had 
conceived Star Trek and guid¬ 
ed it through the first two 
seasons, was no longer there. 

“The scripti were not all 
that good, and I was just as 
happy to see Star Trek end 
before it went further down¬ 
hill.”

Water tables have alien in 
most parts of the country, un¬ 
derground springs have dried 
up, some reservoirs are dry 
and canal levels are down 12 
inches in some places.

OTTAWA (CP) There 
were 187,881 immigtants to 
Canada last year, a 14-per¬ 
cent decrease from the 218,465 
who came here in 1974 ,Im- 
migration Minister Robert 
Andraa said this wtr^c. 

He told the Commons im¬ 
migration committee his de- 
paitment expects a further 
decline in immigrants in 1976 
when the total was expected 
to be between 140,000 and 
145,000. 

The number of sponsored 
immigrants—close relatives— 
was up 18 per cent in tt975 
over 1^4, but the number of 
nominated immigrants—more 
distant relatives—was down 
12 per cent. Independent im¬ 
migrants decreaed 31 per 
cent, Andras added. 

The minister said the de¬ 
cline in immigration reflect¬ 
ed, in part, tougher regula¬ 
tions op entry. With high im- 
employment in Canada, the 
government did not want to 
encourage immigration, he 
said. 

But if applications from po¬ 
tential immigrants'^Increased 
substantially, the result would 
be an increase in immigra¬ 
tion, he added. 

The government was inter¬ 
ested in adjusting the flow of 
immigrants to the needs of 
the labor force and other fac¬ 
tors, including national popu¬ 
lation goals, Andras said.

Pansies are not the 
least difficult to grow as long 
as you have a well-drained 
position ft>r their flowering 
quarters where no puddles 
adll lie after rain or spring 
thaw. 

You can buy excellent 
pansy plants from any dealer 
in bedding plants, and you 
can get them in almost'exact¬ 
ly the colors and shades you 
desire, but they are a bit ex¬ 
pensive and we are inclined to 
use them In the garden, there- 
fiore, in a rather sparing fash¬ 
ion. Growing them from seed, 
it is a wonderful feeling to 
have dozens and dozens of 
husky young plants of your 
own raising, , so you can 
splash them aroimd to your 
heart's ctmtent 

While my packet of dear 
Crystals — this is a kind with- 
out any blotches or markings 
on the face of the flower — 
cost roe just SO cents, you can 


pay just about any price you 
like for your seeds. The run- 
of-the-mill kinds can be 
picked up for as little as 39 
cents, while special strains 
and varieties can run as high 
as 63 for a packet of only 100 
seeds. 

Pansy seeds may be pur¬ 
chased either.in a mixture or 
in named varieties, It is a lot 
of fun to gpow a feally good 
mixture such as Maple Leaf 
Giants, Roggli Elite, Majestic 
Mixed, Odor Carnival or 
Swiss Giants. AU the exciting 
elements of a sweepstake are 
here, as your plants ccrnie into 
bloom and you see what 
colors and color patterns you 
have drawn. 

The named varieties are 
useful where you are trying to 
achieve certain color effects 
in your garden, and most cer¬ 
tainly, a bold mass of giant 
pansies all in one color is a 
most impnaasive sight. Pan¬ 
sies seem to come reasonably 
true from seed, although 
there will always be » small 
percentage of “rogues” — 
these are off-color specimens. 

I have a great fcmdness for 
Clear Crystals, which are not 
actually true pansies at all 


but a cross between the pansy 
and the viola. These are well 
named, for their color — with¬ 
out “faces” or maridngs of 
any kind —- is really crystal 
clear. You can buy seeds ei¬ 
ther in a mixture or in sepa¬ 
rate colors, including one with 
jet black flowers. 

In other strains of pansy, 
some good named varieties 
are Ullswater Blue, in a clear 
gentian blue; Alpenglow in a 
dark, glowing reck; Jungfrau 
in pure uhite; Rheingoid, yel¬ 
low with black blotches; 
Bljumlisalp in raspberry rose; 
Orange Sun in biight orange 
and Coronation Gold, a very 
large golden yellow flower. 

Pansies like a woodsy sofl, 
and any ordinary garden 
loam can be conditioned to a 
woodsy state by digging in a 
fair amount of sifted leaf- 
mould, about half a bucketfull 
per square yard. 

Add about the same amount 
of coarse sand, together with 
a sprinkle of high {rfnsphate 
fertilizer to encourage good 
root growth. If you can't get 
leatotould, dampened peat 
moss makes an acceptable 
substitute. Spread these mate¬ 
rials over the surface, then 


dig or rototill to mix the addi¬ 
tives thoroughly and deeply 
into the soil. Rake and tread 
the bed several times, then 
give one final shallow raking 
before sowing your seeds. 

Make your seed furrows 
very shallow — not more than 
half an inch deep — and wet 
them down before the seeds 
are sown with either water or 
a weak fertilize solution, 
pouring it slowly and careful¬ 
ly In a small stream. Sow on 
the wet surface in the furrow 
as thinly as you can mani^e, 
cover with a thin layer of sift¬ 
ed soil, then spread some wet 
sacks over the seeded iw' 
until the first seedling ap¬ 
pears — usually in about 10 
days. 

It is best to transplant your 
seedlings while still very 
young, when they have made 
only two or three true leaves 
in addition to the seed leaves. 
The same soil preparation 
will serve for the nursery bed, 
setting out the young plants in 
rows a foot apart and six 
inches apart in the row. Ideal¬ 
ly, this bed should have morn¬ 
ing sunshine with some shade 
through the hottest part of the 
day.

Recently I had a letter from 
Harold R. Lichterman, a law¬ 
yer, wondering if I knew the 
migin at the word posh, 
meaning elegant or luxurious, 
and adding that he had writ¬ 
ten the publishers of the Ox¬ 
ford English Dictionary, ask¬ 
ing if they knew. 

He referred to the popular 
belief that posh comes from 
the term Port Out Starboard 
Home, in reference to the 
shady and thus more expen¬ 
sive steamship aocommoda- 
tkiw on voj'ages between Eng¬ 
land and India in the days be¬ 
fore air conditioning; but he 
wasn't convinced of its au¬ 
thenticity. 

I couldn’t help him. except 
to say that I too was familiar 
with the Port Out, Starboard 
Home story; but even though 
it was charming and plausi¬ 
ble, I had often heard it de¬ 
bunked as a pretty myth. 

So I awaited with as much 
excitement as he did an an¬ 
swer from the August publish* 
ers of the Oxford English ttc- 
tkxiary; not that I was sure 
he wtxUd receive one. I re¬ 
membered my own experi¬ 
ence in writing the three fore¬ 
most American dictionaries to 
ask why none of them listed 
the word slud, which was 
coined by the celebrated lin¬ 
guist Dizzy Dean. Only Mer- 
riam-Webster’s answer^, and 
I felt their answer was rather 
a putdown for me and Diz. 
But I should have kept in 




mind the British respect for 
scholarship, and for the 
dogged tenancity of the Ox¬ 
ford English Dictionary's ety- 
, mologists in pursuit of the tin¬ 
iest and most elusive clues. 
No hare is too swift for their 
hounds to follow, no trail too 
c<rfd for their noses, no trophy 
too trifling to rouse their 
ardor. Also, they are terribly 
courteous. 

Lichterman has now re¬ 
ceived the DED’s answer, and 
kindly sent me a copy, which 
I quote in part: 

‘"Thank you fm* your letter 
of 3 March concerning the ori¬ 
gin of the, word posh. The 
view that the word is an acro- 
mym ot Port Out .Starboard 
Home is a commonly held 
one, but it had not attained 
the current popularity when 
the 1933 Supplement of the 
Oxford English Dictinary was 
compiled. 

“One of the earliest occur¬ 
rences in print of this sugges¬ 
tion known to us Is in the Lon¬ 
don Times Literary Supple¬ 
ment for 17, October, 1935. 
ibehaustive research has 
failed to produce evidence of 
substance in support of this 
claim, and there are strong 
arguments in favor of re¬ 
garding it as a ‘folk* etymo¬ 
logy. You may be Interested 
to read an elaborate treat¬ 
ment of this eridence in an 
article by G. Owndharry-Best 
in the Mariner’s Mirror, Jan¬ 
uary 1971 (photocopy en¬ 
closed). 


“Our evidence for the werd 
posh in print still supports the 
etymology suggested in the 
1933 Supplement and k con¬ 
nection with Ihe use of the 
word meaning ‘a dandy,' 
which dates from the later 
part of the 19th Century, re¬ 
mains probabde. We shall be 
presenting this evidence in de¬ 
tail when w'e deal with the 
word posh in the revised Sup¬ 
plement in due course.” 
(Signed, R. S. Allen, assistant 
editor, general.) 

G. diowxlharry-Best’s treat¬ 
ment of the question runs two 
pages, single-spaced in small 
type, and is illuminated by 
numerous bits <rf evidence on 
both sides of the Port Out 
Staraboard Home theory. 

At the outset he disposes of 
the argument that posh could 
not have derived from Port 
Out Starboard Home because 
In the 19th century the word 
larboard wras in use, instead 
of port, and so the arconym 
would have been k)sh. 

“With' respect,” Cbowd- 
harry-Best observes, “I do not 
think this particular objeetkm 
can be sustained, for the 
large Oxford Dictionary fvol. 
Vn (1935), P. 1137, col. 3) 
cites under ‘port’ an Admiral¬ 
ty Order of 22 Nov. 1844 
directing the discontinuance 
of the use of the word ‘lar¬ 
board’ and the quotations 
show that port in this sense 
was used as long ago as 
162544 .. 


But after holding against 
that assault, the theory fades. 

Having been ‘ a frequent 
traveler to India in the hey¬ 
day of steam, Chowdharry- 
Best confesses a ‘sneaking 
sympathy’ with the popular 
derivation. But his exhaustive 
search into literature,' travel¬ 
ers’ diaries and records dat¬ 
ing back to 1842, when the 
Pacife and Oreint Line began 
running ships through the Red 
Sea, failed to uncover per¬ 
suasive evidence to support It. 

Finally, his study of deck 
plans and other arrangmenets 
show that the term Port Out 
Sharboard Home for the most 
expensive suites and cabins 
would have made no sense. 
Alas. 

But I certainly have to 
throw in with people who care 
that much about a frivolous 
wTjrd, and who feel con¬ 
strained to give such responsi¬ 
ble and elaborate attention to 
an idle query from a stranger 
living among the illiterate co¬ 
lonials a sea and a continent 
from London. 

■Ibe late H. L. Mencken, 
when asked what book he 
would want to have with him 
if he were marooned on a 
desert island, unhestitatingly 
said the Oxford English Dic¬ 
tionary. 

That's good enough for me. 
■I just hope it’s good enough 
for Suzanne Pleshctte. But 
w^’ll have to wait for the re¬ 
vised supplement, of course.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - 
A handwritten document pur¬ 
porting to 'be the will of the 
late Howard R. Hughes was 
delivered to a Nevada court 
(lerk Thursday. 

A copy of the alleged will 
was shown to reporters at a 
news c(mference in Las 
Vegas. It showed more than 
half of the estate was left to 
medical research and charita¬ 
ble institutions, according to. 
the document, and the rest 
was left to Hughes’ two 
iormer wives and other indi¬ 
viduals. 

No over-all figure on the 
value of the estate was given. 

An envelope containing the 
purported will was delivered 
to the Oark County clerk by 
an (^icial of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints (Mormon), one ot the 
beneficiaries. 

The document, dated March 
19, 1966—two years before the 
late billionaire left Las Vegas 
— was released by church of¬ 
ficials. 

The lined sheets w^e yel¬ 
low with age and stained. 

It read, In part: “Last will 
and testament. I, Howard R. 
Hughes, being sound and 
disposing mind and memory, 
not acting under duress, fraud 
or the undue influence of any 
person whomsoever and being 
a resident of Las Vegas, Nev.. 
declare that this is to be my 
last will . . .” 

The document leaves “one- 
fourth of all my assets to the

B.C. official demoted 
over hospital cheques 


A senior government of¬ 
ficial was blamed Thursday 
for an overpayment (rf $4.5 
million to five British Colum¬ 
bia hospitals during the last 
fiscal year. 

Health Minister Robert 
McOelland, who refused to 
name the official concerned, 
said the money had been ad¬ 
vanced without consultation. 

The opposition had accused 
the government of padding the 
amount of money sent to hos¬ 
pitals last year by sending ad¬ 
ditional, unrequested sums to 
the hospitals. 

The payments made were 
$1,550,000 to Royal Jubilee 
Hospital, $825,000 to Victoria 
General Hosplta.1, $750,000 to 
Vancouver Genera] Hospital, 
$950,000 to St. Paul’s and 
$423,000 to Shaughnossy Hos¬ 
pital. 

McGelland told the Legisla¬ 
ture that the pasmients had 
been made at the end of 
Maich, and the cheques 
cashed in April. 

The money has all been re- 
turied to the government, he 
said. 

Disciplinary action had 


been taken against the official 
concerned, and the money 
will not be charged against 
last year’s accounts. 

“There was no attempt at 
padding last years’ expendi¬ 
tures,” he assured the house. 

Outside the house McGel- 
land said the official con¬ 
cerned had been demoted 
“quite a lot.” 

“We have taken some 
pretty severe action against 


him. which uill mean a sub- 
stanial loss of salary and of 
face for him.”

^Bum ’s’ $I2S million 
for rescuee in desert 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) — 
Eight years ago Melvin Dum- 
mar picked up a scruff, 
bleeding man claiming to be 
Howard Hughes in the middle 
of the Neyada desert, and 
thought “he was a bum.” 

Thursday a will purporting 
to be that of Hughes left one- 
sixteenth of the billionaire’s 
estate to Dummar, a service 
station operator in this small 
northern Utah to\^. 

Dummar said he was driv¬ 
ing to Los Angeles in January 
1968 and “I picked up this guy 
out in the middle of nowhere 
between Tonapah and 
Beatty.” 

“He said he was Howard 
Hughes, but I thought he was 
some bum,” said the 31-year- 
old mechanic. “When 1 
dropped him off in Las Vegas, 
he asked if 1 could loan him 
some money and I think I 
gave him a quarter.” 

Dummar said he had pulled 
to the side of tfie road on his 
trip through the desert to go 


to the bathroom and found the 
man “laying out there.” 

“He was just this old skinny 
man. The only thing I can 
remember was that he had a 
big scar on the left side of his 
cheek and he was bleeding 
out of his ear,” said the me¬ 
chanic. “He had blackish grey 
hair, had on some kind of 
raggy pants and wore tennis 
shoes.” 

Dummar said he offered to 
drive him to a hospital but the 
man asked to be driven to the 
Sands Hotel on the Las Vegas 
“strip” instead. 

“I dropped him off behind 
the Sands,” be said. “He 
didn’t tell me what happened. 
He didn’t say nothing and 
•v^ouldn’t talk until we got into 
Vegas. That’s when he told 
me he was Hu^cs.” 

Dummer said the man of¬ 
fered no explanation of how 
he got out in the desert or 
how he was Injured. 

A will left at the head¬ 
quarters 'of the Mormon 
church in Salt Lake CHy said 
one sixteenth of the Hughes 


estimated $2 billion estate 
about $125 millidh — should 
go to Melvin Dummar of 
Gabbs, Nev. 

Dummar. a Mormon, lived 
in Gabbs in 1968 and worked 
in a magnesium mine there.

Top Soviet 
defence job 
to a civilian 


MOSCOW (UPI) The 
Kremlin Thursday named ci¬ 
vilian Dmitri Ustinov, a hard¬ 
line arms Industry e.xpert,- to 
replace Marshal Andrei 
Grechko as the Soviet Union’s 
defence minister. 

In what western experts de¬ 
scribed as a surprising 
choice, the 67-year-old Us¬ 
tinov was selected ahead of 
two of Grechko’s deputies, 
both serving military men. 

Elevated just last month to 
a job on the ruling Politburo, 
Ustinov was considered for 
the defence ministry job in 
1967 ‘when Grechko was se¬ 
lected and has been linked 
with the military establish¬ 
ment throughout his career. 

For the past several years 
he has been the civilian over¬ 
seer of the Soviet defence in¬ 
dustry in his capacity as a 
member of the Communist 
party secretariat. Among the 
western experts he has a rep¬ 
utation as an ultra-efficient 
organizer. 

Ustinov also has had con¬ 
nections with the Soviet space 
program, especially in the 
development of rocket techno¬ 
logy. 


Taschereau, who is chair¬ 
man of Canadian National 
Railway, stepped in as in¬ 
terim Air Canada chairman 
late last year when Yves 
Pratte resigned. Pratte had 
been under attack in the Com¬ 
mons and in newspapers for 
the way he ran the airline. 

The airline lost $9.2 million 
in 1974, the first full year of 


the energy crisis with rising 
fuel prices. 

Taschereau said the sharp 
increase in fuel prices in the 
last two years has “dealt the 
aviation industry a devastat¬ 
ing blow.”

In Peking 

Guards die

MOSCOW (AP) - A strong 
explosion at the gates of the 
Soviet Embassy in Peking on 
Thursday killed two Chinese 
guards but caused no Soviet 
casualties, the Soviet news 
agency Tass said. 

The Tass account said that 
while the Soviet Embassy suf¬ 
fered damage, “it was only 
by chance that there were no 
casualties among embassy 
staff.” 

.Tass said a protest was 
lodged with Chinese auth- 
orites “in connection with the 
incident." 

The explosion was aiso re-' 
ported by the Yugoslav news 
agency Tanjug. But Tanjug 
said the two Chinese guards 
were severely injured, not 
killed, after the explosion 
threw them into the air. 

Tanjug said that access to 
the Soviet Embassy in Peking 
was banned to all, except for 
vehicles of Soviet diplomats.

Clements said the school 
board could not have chopped 
any more from the budget 
without affecting the present 
standard of education in the 
district. 

At the Wednesday meeting, 
trustees spent three hours 
considering possible budget 
revisions .submitted by the ad¬ 
ministration — which amount¬ 
ed to $186,000. 

These ranged from halting 
of a proposed curriculum dev¬ 
elopment program for Indian 
children to a cutback in the 
hiring of more high school 
teachers this fall. 

Other suggestions made by 
the trustees included a com¬ 
plete rollback in the indem¬ 
nity paid to trustees, which 
was rejected, and a cutback 
in an annual field- 
improvement program, which 
w'as approved with a $35,000 
saving. 

Reflecting on the approved 
budget Thursday, board 
chairman Don Martin said he 
was satisfied wdth the end re¬ 
sult of 43.42 mills — w-hich is 
more than three mills below 
the reported provincial 
average. 

"I feel also that every trust¬ 
ee should be satisfied now 
that we have gone over this 
budget with the finest of 
tootticombs,” he said, "and 
has still resulted in a balance 
between a reasonable cost to 
the taxpayer and a reasonable 
education offering."

The number of 
skiei's using the facilities this 
season was ^,000 compared 
with 81,500 last season.. 

The chrastic attendance drop 
means that the new $350,000 
chairlift planned for installa- 
; tion this summer in readiness 
for the fall season will be put 
back by at least one year, 
said Qar. 

Also affected will be the hill 
grooming program. I^rst 
phase of the extensive pro¬ 
gram was started last sum¬ 
mer and major work had 
been planned this year. 

"Major reasons for the drop 
in skier days was because of 
the dreadful weather encoun¬ 
tered in Deceto^ and early 
January, Oar said. 

December, usually the busi¬ 
est month of thie, fall and 
winter skiing season was vir¬ 
tually a writeaoff. 

Laick of snow meant the 
cancellation of many pro¬ 
grams and "we never really 
seemed to pick up after that." 
Oar said. 

Another decisive factor was 
condition of the itmd leading 
to the aki area. 

Cotvlltion of the road has

One of Bradley’s concerns is 
that because of condition of 
the road, skiers injured oii the 
mountain lose valuable time 
jn being transferred to hospi¬ 
tal. 

He said on one occasion 
earlier this year it took him a 
little over two hours to drive 
an injured skier the 18 miles 
to St. Joseph’s Hospital in 
Comox. 

Bradley stressed that the 
ski hill is a major and imjxjr- 
tant industry in the Cbmox 
Valley, attracting skiers fTwr. 
tH!) lower mainland as well as 
all of Vancouver Island, and 
"unless we get action from the 
highways department on the 
road, the industry will fail to 
survive." 

After talking to many skiers 
and ski shop <^)era- 
tors, Bradley said he was con- 
vbiced the condition of the 
road is the real killer. 

While the weather, lack of 
adequate amounts of snow in 
December reaUy hurt us. the 
road was also a telling factor 
in the reduced number of 
skiers attracted to this area, 
Bradley said. 

The loss of revenue Also 
means expansion of the day 
lodge, considered long over¬ 
due by Qar, and creation of 
additional parking space, will 
•again be delayed. 

One of the many programs 
offered on the mountain does, 
however, report a bumpdr 
year. 

Robert Gibson, responsible 
for heading the program of 
ski instruction for the small 
fry, said business has been 
burning. 


Industrial inquiry favored 
by union, talks break off 


NANAIMO — Another im¬ 
passe has developed in the 
strike of civic and school 
board employees here — this 
one on the question wliether 
or not the dispute should be 
turned over to an industrial 
inquiry commissioner. 

Thl?i appointment of a ctmi- 
missioner was recommended 
by provincial mediator Clark 
Gilmour Wednesday, when 
talks between the two sides 
broke off for the second time 
since the work stoppage 
began April 5. 

The president of Local 006, 
Canadian Union of Public 
Employees, Nick Meiras, said 
after the meeting adjourned 
Wednesday night, that he 
could see some merit in ap¬ 
pointment of a inquiry com¬ 
missioner. 

"We don’t know, of course, 
but his recommendation just 
might be a good one." he 
said, adding that he could see 
no harm in such a move. 

On the other hand, negotia¬ 
tor for theMid-IsIand Employ¬ 
ers Association, Kenneth Wal- 
dren, said the dispute is be¬ 
tween CUPE and the MIPEA 
and the two sides should be 
left to work out their own so¬ 
lution. He added that the min¬ 
ister of labor has the authori¬ 
ty, to appoint such a commis¬ 
sioner if he feels one is need¬ 
ed." 

The breakdown in talks 
came after a two-day session 
called by the mediator. It 
means that the strike-lockout 
of city hall and other civic 
employees, regional district 
employees and non-teaching 
staff of Nankimo school dis¬ 


trict continues — approaching 
it's fifth week. 

Meiras said little or no 
progress had been made dur¬ 
ing the two days. He said 
some small items, which he 
termed "relatively insignifi¬ 
cant," were agrbed on but 
none of the major issues were 
close to being nqsolved. 

He said the school board 
"had not saved enough money 
yet and they are not prepared 
to settle yet." 

Meiras was unable to shed 
any light on union tactics now 
that the talks are in recess. 
He did not deny, however, 
that the possibility existed 
that pickets would return to 
the schools. 

In a statement issued at the 
conclusion of the talks, school 
board chairman and MEPEA 
president Joe Kilner said. 
"MJPEA apologizes to the cit¬ 
izens of Nanaimo and in the 
area for the continued lack of 
public sendees throughout die 
artA. 

"Negotiating efforts over 
the past two days" have had 
little success in spite of some 
changes in the position of the 
employers, and an guaranteed 
increase in wage rates of 9.5 
per cent, retroactive to Jan. 
1. 1976, with a further offer.of 
six per cent in general wage 
increase in 1977," Kilner said. 

However, he said, there has 
been no softening in the un¬ 
ion’s previous proposal of a 
package which would cost 
local employers and taxpay¬ 
ers about 28 per cent." 

“We don’t believe that for 
every dollar increase in the 
national consumer price 
index, it Is reasonable to seek 
a $3 increase in income. We 


will continue our efforts to 
bargain a fair settlement," he 
said. 

In quoting a 28 pe)* cent 
increase in wages, Kilner ex¬ 
plained earlier that CUPE is 
seeking a 13 per cent wage 
hike, rolling in the current

Lack of transportation 
big problem for elderly 


DUNCAN — The Biggest 
concern (rf the elderly in the 
Cowichan Valley is the lack of 
public transportation. 

TTiis was the conclusion 
reached at a meeting here 
this week of 48 represent¬ 
atives from various sectors of 
the community, who met to 
discuss the needs of the elder¬ 
ly in the Cowichan Valley. 

The worieshop was spon¬ 
sored by the Social Planning 
and review council of B.C., a 
non-profit society, which has 
help^ four B.C. communities,, 
including the Cowichan Val¬ 
ley, to establi^ a woricing 
group to e.xamine the elderly 
persons’ heaHth needs. 

Local SPARC board 
member, Mrs. Grace Solly, 
told the Colonist that the el¬ 
derly living In the immediate 
area of Duncan, where most 
services are located, "are in 
a satisfactory position, but 
those in outlying communities 
are hampered by the lack of 
transportation." 

"In Crofton, Chemainus and 
Lake Cowichan. the elderly 
find it quite difficult to travel 
to Duncan, because of the 
lack of transportation,” she 
said. 


It was also recommended 
by those attending the work¬ 
shop that the priorities in pro¬ 
vincial spending should be in 
the field of public nursing, in¬ 
termediate care and the 
homemaker’s service. 

The input from die Duncan 
meeting will be documented 
along with that obtainM from

Sports field issue resolved 


PORT ALBERNI — It is 
now probable, that a start will 
be made this spring on a new 
field for junior soccer and 
baseball in the city’s Echo 
ParJe. 

An exchange of letters be¬ 
tween the city’s Parks and 
Recreation Commission and 
the three organizations in¬ 
volved in the related sports, 
has set a basis for a solution 
to the creation of the field 
after three years of discus¬ 
sions. 

The letter from parks and 
recreation director Larry 
Beres committed the commis¬ 
sion to spend a maximum 
$25,000 for the venture, pro¬ 
vided that the sports associa¬ 
tions adhered to some 14 con¬ 
ditions. 


The thru&t of the conditions 
was that the comnnMion keep 
a firm Involvement in the cost 
and manner in which the field 
was developed from the out¬ 
set;, and subsequently control 
how the field was used. Even 
the naming of the field was to 
be left in the commission’s 
control. 

The three associations in¬ 
volved are: the Alberni Valley 
Junior Soccer Association, the 
Alberni Valley Minor Soccer 
Association and the Alberni 
Valley Juvenile Baseball As¬ 
sociation. 


On behalf of the groups. 
Jack Smith, president of the 
AVJSA, thanked the commis¬ 
sion in a letter for the com¬ 
mittment and accepted the 
conditions in principle. 


There were several points 
however which the associar 
tions wished to have clarified 
and discussed. Smith said. 
Among these were how the 
comrnission intended to 
schedule events; that the 
money committed should not 
include certain costs such as 
administration and consultant 
fees; and that all work done 
be paid for on completion. 

Members of the executive of 
all three associaticHis were 
present at Wednesday’s 
monthly meeting of the com¬ 
mission board.

They agreed the Canadian 
government should at least 
raise environmental concerns 
about the base with the Amer¬ 
ican government.

Hughes ‘will’ 
turned up 
by Mormons 


‘Essential services^ to be determined 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) 

A handwritten document pur¬ 
porting to be the will of the 
late Howard R. Hughes was 
delivered to a Nevada court 
clerk Thursday. 

A copy of the alleged will 
was shown to reporters at a 
news conference in Las 
Vegas. It showed more than 
hilf of the esfhte was left to 
medical research and charita¬ 
ble Institutions, according to 
the document, and the rest 
was left to Hughes’ two 
former wives and other indi¬ 
viduals. ^ 

No over-all figure on the 
value of the estate was given. 

An envelope containing the 
purported will was delivered 
to the Clark County clwk by 
an official of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints (Mormon), one of the 
beneficiaries. 

The document, dated March 
19, 1968—two years before the 
late billionaire left Las Vegas 
— was released by church of¬ 
ficials. 

The lined sheets were yel¬ 
low with age and stained. 

It read, in part; "Last will 
and testament. I. Howard R. 
Hughes, being of sound and 
disposing mind and memory, 
not acting under duress, fraud 
or the undue influence of any 
person whomsoever and being 
a resident of Las Vegas. Nev., 
declare that this is to be my 
last will . . .” 

The document leaves “one- 
fourth of all my assets to the 
Hughes Medical Institute in

Strike won’t close hospitals

the strike, but Labor Minister 
Allan Williams made it clear 
TTiursday there could be no 
interruption in essential ser¬ 
vices. 

Williams told the Legisla*- 
ture the potential dangers 
have already be<?n pinpointed 
for him and that he has asked 
the B.C. Labor Relation.*; 
Board to designate the ser-

Dietrich had said earli¬ 
er that he knew Hughes had 
prepared and signed a will, 
leaving much of his fortune to 
research and the Mormon 
church. Hughes surrounded 
himself with Mormons-during 
his last years of seclusion. 

The document was Included 
in Las Vegas. A Mormon 
spc^esman said the church 
did not know if the will was a 
hoax or not.

B.C. official demoted 
over hospital cheques 


A senior government of¬ 
ficial was blamed Thursday 
for an overpayment of S4.5 
million to five British Colum¬ 
bia hospitals during the last 
fiscal year. 

Health Minister Robert 
McClelland, who refused to 
name the official cwicemed, 
said the money had been ad¬ 
vanced without consultation. 

The opposition had accused 
the government of padding the 
amount of money sent to hos¬ 
pitals last year by sending ad¬ 
ditional, unrequested sums to 
the hospitals. 

The payments made were 
$1,550,000 to Royal Jubilee 
Hospital, $825,000 to Victoria 
General Hospital, $750,000 to 
Vancouver General Hospital. 
$950,000 to St. Paul’s and 
$425,000 to .ShaugHttqssy Hos¬ 
pital. . 

McQelland told the Legisla¬ 
ture that the payments had 
been made at the end of 
March, and the cheques 
cashed |n April.

^Bum*s’ $125 million 
for rescuer in desert 


SALT LAKE QTY (UPI) - 
Eight years ago Melvin Oum- 
mar picked up a scruffy, 
bleeding man claiming to to 
Howard Hughes in the middle 
of the Nevada desert and 
thought "he wras a bum.” 

'Thursday a will purporting 
to be that of Hughes left one- 
sixteenth of the billionaire's 
estate to Dummar, a service 
station operator in this small 
northern Utah town. 

Dummar said he was driv¬ 
ing to Los Angeles in January 
1988 and "I picked up this guy 
out in the middle of nowhere 
between Tpnapah and 
Beatty.” 

“He said he was Howard 
Hughes, but I thought he was 
some bum.” said the 31-year- 
old mechanic. "When I 
dropped him off in Las Vegas, 
he asked if I could loan him 
some money and I think I 
gave him a quarter.” 

Dummar said he had pulled 
to the side of the road on his 
trip through the desert to go 


to the bathroom and found the 
man "laying out there.” 

"He was just this old skinny 
man. The only thing I can 
remember was that he had a 
big scar on the left side of his 
cheek and he was bleeding 
out of his ear,” said the me¬ 
chanic. "He had blackish grey 
hair, had on some kind of 
raggy pants and wore tennis 
shoes.” 

Dummar said he offered to 
drive him to a hospital but the 
man asked to to driven to the 
Sands Hotel on the Las Vegas 
"strip” instead. 

“I dropped _hlm off behind 
the Sands,” he said. “He 
didn't tell me what happened. 
He didn’t say nothing and 
wouldn’t talk until we got into 
Vegas. That’s when he told 
me he was Hughes.” 

Dummer said the man of¬ 
fered no explanation of how 
he got out in the desert or 
how he was injured. 

A will left at the head- 
quartera of the Mormon 
church in Salt Lake City said

A tearful last hurrah 
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MOSCXIW (UPI) The 
Kremlin Thursday named ci¬ 
vilian Dmitri Ustinov, a hsu-d- 
line arms industry expert, to 
replace Marshal Andrei 
Grechko as the Soviet Union’s 
defence minister. 

In what western experts de¬ 
scribed as a surprising 
choice, the 67-year-old Us¬ 
tinov was selected ahead of 
two of Grechko’s deputies, 
both serving military men. 

Elevated just last month to 
a job on the ruling Politburo, 
Ustinov was considered for 
the defence ministry job in 
1967 when Grechko was se¬ 
lected and has toen linked 
with the military establish¬ 
ment throughout his career. 

F'or the past several years 
he has been the civilian over¬ 
seer of the Soviet defence in¬ 
dustry in his capacity as a 
member of the Communist 
party .secretariat. Among the 
w-estem experts he has a rep¬ 
utation as an uhra-efficlent 
organizer. 

Ustinov also has had con¬ 
nections with the Soviet space 
program, especially in the 
development of rocket techno¬ 
logy. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Hubert Humphrey, tears well¬ 
ing in his e>'es, said Thursday 
he will not actively campaign 
for a fourth time for the Dem- 
ocratlr presidential nomina¬ 
tion but would accept a draft 
at the national convention in 
July. 

The announcekient virtually 
ended any lingering hope the 
former vice-president might 
have to win the nation’s 
highest office and removed 
the biggest obstacle to Jimmy 
Carter's drive for the nomina¬ 
tion.

In Peking 

Guards die 
in blast 
at embassy 

MOSCOW (AP) - A strong 
explosion at the gates of the 
Soviet Elmbassy in Peking on 
Thursday killed two (3iinese 
guards but caused no Soviet 
casualties, the Soviet news 
agency Tass said. 

The Tass account said that 
while the Soviet Embassy suf¬ 
fered damage, "it was only 
by chance that there were no 
casualties among embassy 
staff.” 

Tass said a protest was 
lodged with Oiinese auth- 
orites "in connection with the 
incident.” 

The explosion was also re¬ 
ported by the Yugoslav news 
agency Tanjug. But Tanjug 
said the two (ZSiinese guanls 
were severely injured, not 
killed, after the explosion 
threw them into the air. 

Tanjug said that access to 
the Soviet Embassy in Peking 
was banned to all, except for 
vehicles of Soviet diplomats.

Saanich council members 
bucked the provincial govern¬ 
ment and the public Thursday 
by voting themselves a pay 
increase reduced from <me 
proposed earlier this month. 

Increases will ^in June 1 
rather than Jan. 1, and put 
Mayor Ed Lum’s yearly sal¬ 
ary to $17,872, representing a 
6-per-cent increase rather 
than the 8 per cent first 
agreed upon. ^ 

Aldermanic salaries will go 
up $800 to $6,000 as agreed, 
but they will also forgo pay 
retroactive to the start of the 
year. 

All council members stuck 
to their original stances in the 
4-3 vote, with Lum, Sandy 
Noel,’ Dave Paterson, Fred 
Severson and Roy Wootten in 
favor. Voting ' against were 
Mary Casilio, Maurice John¬ 
son and Joe Bourque. 

A flood of letters from rcsf- 
dents opposed to the inoreage 
had gone both to the munici¬ 


pality and to newspapers. Mu¬ 
nicipal clerk Gordon Hayward 
said a petition had also been 
mailed to Saanich. • 

The vote was taken the 
same day Municipal Affairs 
Minister Hugh CXirtis pursued 
his earlier^announced opposi¬ 
tion to any increased council 
salaries with a letter to all 
municipalities in the province. 

Debate of the issue at the 
municipality’s final 1976 bud¬ 
get session brought pleas 
from some aldermen for a 
new method of setting council 
salaries to replace what Aid. 
Wooten call^ ^e "anti¬ 
quated’’ current system. 

But Curtis said later Thurs- 
day he would not change the 
system. 

"With elected office goes 
many responsibilities, and 
with it the responsibility to 
decide salaries tor that office. 
The provincial government 
doesn't look to the federal 
government to set its sa¬ 
laries." 


Recycling depot 
won’t get break 


The regional recycling 
depot will get no tax break 
from Saanich this year. 

'Council members voted 
Thursday to impose a $12,000 
pn^rty tax on the Borden 
Street premises although 
depot staff formerly said it 
would mean closure of the 
depot which receives its bud¬ 
get from the Capital Region. 

The decision came on the 
heels of a letter from regional 
executive director Dennis 
Young denouncing statements 
by staff members that the lat¬ 
est budget cut by the region 
made a tax bre^ necessary 
for continuation of the ser¬ 
vice. 

"It is entirely possible for 
the depot to be operated with¬ 


in the budget provided for this 
year, including payment of 
the full $12,00a per annum 
rent to your municipality," 
Young said. 

’’’A closure of the depot is 
not a decision that will be 
made by the employees. 

"But if those presently em¬ 
ployed wish to give up their 
jobs I am confident there are 
many unemployed people in 
the community who would be 
more than willing to t|Lke 
their place," the letter said. 

He said budget reduction by 
the region -- which cut last 
year’s depot moriey by 8 per 
cent — was an attempt to 
streamline "loose and inef¬ 
ficient" operation of the "recy¬ 
cling centre.

‘That might be. but I have 
no evidence of that, I don’t 
know the people voting. So 
I’m not able to comment." 

The matter wasn’t raised 
once during a meeting that 
produced little argument on 
anvthing: 

The board had been aware 
of what was coming as a re¬ 
sult of the credentials that 
were being made out for the 
meeting and there was some 
vx>ncem that polarization was 
taking over.
